‘That impatience finds full expression 
Jn the letter to which attention is 
now drawn, The burden of the 
writer's theme Is that some organiza 
ion should be created to diseuss and 
investigate the problem.

A TIBETAN OF INDIA 


At the end of December Sardar 
Bahadur onan Wangtel Laden La, 
formerly in the Indian Police front 
which service he retired with the 
honorary rank of Additional Superin= 
fendent, died at Darjeeling. Mr. 
Laden La was a ‘Tibetan by birth and 
held high ofice in various Buddhist 
monasteries. He ‘was born in 1810 
‘and held the rank of a General in the 
‘Tibetan Army as well ag that of 
honorary AD.C. to the Governor of 
Bongal. During the Governorship of| 
Lord Ronaldshay (now Marquess of 
Zetland) Mr, Laden La accompanied 
the Governor on his tours in Sikkim 
and Bhutan, He was well-known 10 
the members of successive Everest 
Expeditions, his knowledge of Tibetan 
Janguages and customs being fortified 
by a remarkable influence over the 
hillmen of that part of the Himalayas, 
Appropriately enough he was Past 
Master of tho Mount Everest Lodge 
in Freemasonry, os well as Past 
District Grand’ Standard “Bearer, 
Bengal, The Government ot India 
greatly trusted the Sardar Bahadur’s| 
advice on Tibetan affairs, About nine 
years ago when relations between 
Nepal and Tibet were strained 10 the 
point of open hostility, Mr. Laden La 
was able to use his good offces to!

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NANKING’S POLICY 
Feb, 8. 


General Yang Hu-chéhg and the 
former North-Eastern troops. will 
probably be strengthened in their 
Seelsion to renew allegiance to 
Nanking by the recent evidence of 
the Red armies’ unreliability. 
There is tittle to show that. the 
Communist leaders can effectively 
make’ thelr proposed change of| 
policy compatible with co-opera~ 
ion "inthe programme of  the| 
Central Government. On thelr ber! 
halt it has been alleged that they 
‘would be willing to hand over their 
troops to the authority of Nanking! 
and {o accept the. Kuomintang creed 
as a satisfactory cover for the 
economie reforms which they con 
sider to be essential to the welfare 
of the rural masses. It is true that, 
Since the Sian episode, the Govern= 
ment has apparently made no| 
precise effort to test the verity of 
this Communist proposal. Regrets 
are felt in some quarters that some 
such Interchange of views has not 
been sought. ‘The .pessibiuity. that] 
‘an Important section of the Reds are 
genuinely desirous of coming to a, 
‘alld compromise cannot be Ignored. 
‘At the same. time, the persistent! 
argument that a positive challenge! 
shouldbe issued fo Japan must 
vitiate the contention: that economic 
reform is the main consideration of 
the Communists, Special emphasis 
is given to these doubts when the 
overt acts of the Reds imply] 
hostility to the Central Government 
of more Immediate concern than 
Aamboyant—but perfectly sate— 
flourishes of verbal deflance of 
Japan. No-one who studies the Far! 
Bastorn ‘situation generally can be 
otherwise than convineed that the! 
Fane encouragement of friendly ve 
fations between China and Japan on 
the basis of an economie co-opera- 
tion as defined by Shou Ching-wei 
of the Central Banke of China is 
the best course for the Chinese 
Government (0 approve. Recent 
Aeelarations at Tokyo have done! 
nothing to refute the suggestion that 
Mr, Shou Ching-wo's stipulation 
for equality and reciprocity in de~ 
‘velopment of such co-operation, will 
be palatable to Japanese statesmen. 
Moreover if the Communist in- 
sislenee on the need for economic 
reform is seriously accopted by the 
Government at Nanking it is 
pertinent to point out that attention 
to that urgent problem cannot be| 
properly given if, at the same time, 
1 poliey designed to provoke mili 
tary conflict with Japan has to be 
putin the forefront of national 
sims. 

‘The situation of the Central Gov- 
‘ernment is at-the moment affected 
by the exigencies of political 
dlivagations which necessarily ase 
sume undue importanee owing. to 
the forthcoming Plenary. Session, 
Major policies recede into the back- 
ground as discussions tend to rage 
Found. personalities. ‘This, isthe 
nalural state of any Government in 
a similar plight. Yet when the 
Plenary Sessfon has had its say and| 
the Government has adjusted itselt 
to the composure of present dif- 
ferences of opinion, the questions| 
which ullimately determine _the| 
destiny of the country must renew| 
their insistent claims on public at-| 
tention. Sian has showa that the’ 
progress which fas been maintained 
in consolidating national unity and 
bringing the: Government into real 
associatfon with the. bulk of the 
people is by far the most important 
problem to-day. ‘The test of the 
Government's national appeal is not 








primarily found in its relations with 
Japan_but rather in its contacts! 
with China. This view 1s plainly| 
held by responsible men within and 
without the Kuomintang. General 
Chiang Kal-shek's reorganization of| 
the Army and his efforts to put| 
national defence on a firm basis| 
cannot have a permanent authority’ 
unless his programme of economic| 
reconstruction is tackled and given| 
the due weight of unremitting and 
practical devotion. Discussions of| 
the actual changes proposed in the| 
personnel of the Administration| 
Teave the public cold except in so 
far as they do or do not guarantee 
alert activity in responding  to| 
the ceonomic needs of the country. 
‘Time passes; a far-reaching scheme 
of monetary and currency reform| 
is nearly eighteen months old. Dr. 
H. He Kung has courageously 
pressed it on the Government's at

The Government has commanded 
‘and still “commands considerable 
sympathy in the immensity of its 
task. So obvious Is the need for| 
reform, so much requires to be done| 
in the provision of elementary’ 
‘machinery for the mere purpose of 
‘assessing the significance of econ- 
‘omic conditions, that it is dim- 
cult to avoid the errors of haste, 
superificiality and immaturity. ‘The 
desperate efforts to keep the fabric 
intact as the measures of recon- 
struction are devised -and applied 
must necessarily perpetuate weak- 
nesses which in themselves con- 
stitute serious problems for the 
reformer. . The greatest asset for| 
any Government in China is the 
character of the people; the} 
patience, commonsense and en- 
durance’ of the agricultural classes| 
ought not to encourage dilatoriness| 
but should stimulate a steady and] 
unswerving attention to the main| 
factors of the problem. ‘There is| 
the less excuse for indulging. in 
facile catchwords or applying. 
spectacular panaceas. ‘The people| 
‘are resourceful enough to respond. 
to leadership which appeals to the| 
doctrine of self-help. They cannot| 
be expected properly to play their| 
part in reconstruction unless thoy 
‘can perceive a conerete link be-' 
tween thelr own requirements and] 

1 Government's policy. _ Under-| 
tanding of the economic principles| 
affecting their livelihood is an 
essential to any programme of| 
reform. The pronouncements of| 
General Chiang Kai-shek raised| 
hopes which it is the Government's| 
concern to see are not disappointed. 
Valuable efforts have been made by’ 
various official and unofficial 
organizations to improve com- 
munieations, to develop rural re- 
habilitation.” The currency reforms| 
have done much. ‘The removal of| 
‘a crushing burden of taxation| 
comprised in the inequalities of! 
land-charges:and surtaxes deserves 
‘most careful attention, In the! 
event the Government may  be| 
pressed to lay the foundations of 
radical administrative reorganiza~ 
tion and an adequate survey of land| 
and of ownership, kept up to date’ 
by registration of sales.” If steps 
could be initiated to show that this 
far-reaching reform was seriously 
‘contemplated the Government might 
feel closer in touch’ with-the reali- 
ties of China's problems.

WHITHER JAPAN? 
Feb. 3. 

The settlement of the Japanese 
Cabinet crisis, resulting from the 
suceess of General S. Hayashi in| 
forming a ministry, is by no means 
@ contribution to’ the permanent 
solution of the constitutional pro- 
blem with which Japan has been 
faced for some time past. If any- 
thing it Js.likely to make matters| 
worse, for the crisis has been solved 
entirely along lines “acceptable to 
the naval and military cliques, who 
succeeded in making it perfectly 
clear: from the outset that they 
would assist in making no Cabinet 
which would not give them that 
preponderance of -influence which| 
they demand in the couneils of the 
nation. Party government in Japan| 
has sustained a severe reverse and 
the possibility that the major poli- 
tical parties will not co-operate 
with the new Cabinet means very 
little one way or the other in view 
of the determination of the military 
and naval cliques to maintain’ 
control of the government of the 
country. It is apparent from the 
atest trends that they are prepared 
fo govern the country with or| 
without the: politicians and the 
result is that, despite the fact that 
the settlement: follows apparently 
constitutional lines, it is in truth 
almost a complete negation of all 
that constitutionality is held to 
mean in Japan: ‘That country is 
rapidly passing into the control of 
a military and naval oligarchy by 
‘which all civilian influence will 
inevitably be pushed into the back- 
ground. It is true that the Navy 
is still inclined towards constitu- 
tional and somewhat liberal ideas, 
but that attitude would not long 
be maintained if it were--to find| 
that its, demands were in any way 
ignored by a civilian Cabinet. 

Japanese naval’ and military 
leaders aro ‘busily. engaged in 
fashioning the fighting services 
into two Imposing weapons for, 
offence as well as defence. Their 
demands upon the revenue of the 
country during the past seven years 
have increased year by year until 
they needed for the 1935-36 period 
‘¥en 1,022,700,000 as compared with’ 
‘Yen 454,600,000 in the period 1931- 
32. In addition to this the Army 
now insists upon the acceptance by 
General Hayashi’s Cabinet of the 
Army's plan for — strengthening. 
national defence, including the new 
appropriations sought by it in the 
1937-38 Budget and the six-year 
plan for the replenishment of 
armaments. The Navy's terms are 
not dissimilar. ‘The more the facts, 
are studied the clearer it becomes: 
that the ordinary needs of a pro- 
gressive nation are being neglected, 
in favour of the pursuit of policies| 
calculated to bring that very war 
against which it is desired to pre-| 
pare at such overwhelming cost to| 
the nation. Nearly half of the’ 
Japanese Budget for 1935-36 was} 
devoted (0 the Army and Navy and 
that despite the fact that the na- 
tional debt has been increasing at! 
an alarming rate. It has been| 
frequently remarked that the un- 
fortunate economic situation in 
which Germany now finds herself 
is due to the huge sums she has| 
been spending on rearmament. It 
has been apparent for some time 
that Japan's economic condition is 
such as to give cause for grave 
anxiety, and this must continue to 
‘be the case so long as such vast 
‘sums as those which the Army and 
Navy demand have to be found. 

It is not ‘easy to suggest how a) 
cure can be effected. As matters 
stand “theré can be no reform 
without a complete change in the| 
attitude of the two cliques which 
now completely dominate the coun-| 
try, and that is not a thing which 
is at all probable. ‘There has been 
a tendency of late to describe 
Japan as one of the totalitarian 
states, and to speak of it as ‘being 
Fascist. ‘That is hardly correct for 
the Army and’ Navy have not 
wiped out ‘opposition’ but have! 
merely ignored and overridden it. 
It Is perltaps inevitable that pro- 
fessional soldiers and sailors should 
bbe infected with the war psychosis, 
which is so prevalent’ throughout 
the world. In Japan the military 
dominance of the government has| 
forced it to embark upon policies 

















which increase the dangers of this 
universal state of mind. ‘There is 
not the slightest doubt that the 


military policy with regard to 
‘Manchuria and China has brought 
about a situation in which Man- 
choukuo is by no means a profitable 
asset bul a very definite and heavy 
iability—for some time to come at} 
any rate. It is clear that the Army 
and Navy have not been governing| 
the country in its own best inter 


ests, but for the purpose of realising, 


their own particular ambitions 
heedless of the cost to their unfor~ 
tunate nation. ‘The new Cabinet| 
will presumably have to decide} 
whether it will advise a dissolution| 
of the Dict or proceed with the: 
existing legislature. The political 
parties are reported to have de~ 
clined to co-operate in forming the 
Cabinet and, despite the power of| 
the militarists in wrecking the! 
efforts of General Ugaki and in 
dictating General Hayashi's pro- 
gramme, the politicians ‘still have 
an important weapon in their 
control of supplies, The Navy 
has opposed the dissoliition of 
the Diet and the holding of a 
general election, on the score that 
such a procedure would delay the 
voting of money which the Navy 
wants for the development of its) 
plans. The Navy very rightly takes| 
the altitude that the result of the| 
election ‘would not matter; it would | 
be immaterial what party wa 
returned to power, for it could not 
form a Cabinet without the consent 
of both the Army and the Navy, 
and that consent would always be 
withheld from a leader who did 
not agree to their terms. Yet, if 
the politicians persevere, their ‘ac~ 
tivities in the Dict may easily pres~ 
ent” the new Cabinet with an 
awkward problem and bring into} 
‘sharper conflict the opposing views. 
ef the militarists and constitution 
alists. 














THE U.S, FLOODS 
. Feb. 6 


‘The news that the dykes along 
the Ohio River have held and that 
the flooded river 
signs of rising above the present 
high level of '59.59f1. is weleome 
reading 10 all who have followed 
the intensely dramatic fight be- 
tween man and the enormous forees 
of nature. In the | Mississippi 
Valley a similar grim fight is still 
being carried on with considerable 
anxiety as to the outcome, the posst~ 
bility of more bad weather inspi 

ng fear as to whether the $1,000, 

10,000 dyke system will, be able to 
withstand the pressure. if more 
storm waters are thrown into the 
valley. While there is little doubt 
that this year’s floods exceed any 
that have occurred sinee. the white 
man first went to America, they 
have not, up to the present at any 

te, been responsible for so great 
a Joss of life as that which aMicted 
Johnstown, Pennsylvania, in 1889, 
when no fewer than 2,300 people 
lost their lives as a direct result of 
the inundation, But there must 
always be the fear of epidemics 
which scem to be the inevitable 
result of the collapse of all ordinary 
sanitation as has apparently hap- 
pened in Kentueky. Tt will be some 
considerable time before the full 
talo of damage is ascertained, but 
from the very incomplete figures 
which have come to hand it is clear 
that well over half a million people 
have been rendered homeless, and 
material damage done to the value 
‘of about $70,000,000. That these 
Agures will eventually be passed is 
certain, when it is remembered that 
no fewer than ten states are in- 
volved in inundations whieh are alt 
of unusual seriousness. 

With their own experiences of! 
the immense floods with whjch 
China has been all too frequently 
visited, inhabitants in this part of| 
Uie world might be excused if they 
regarded what is happening in the 
United States with a fecling that 
greater «tragedies have occurred 
here. ‘That is.undoubtedly true, for: 
in ‘some floods hundreds ' of 
thousands haye died, if not actually, 
by. drowning—and there are large 
numbers who have met this swifter| 
fate—at least in the epidemies and 
famine which have been the sequels. 
‘The United States with their 
‘enormous wealth have been able to 
spend: huge sums of money, not to 
prevent floods, for that seems to be| 
impossible, but to limit the damage| 
they.do. "Ta a very great extent 
that has been successful, though ex- 
perience now proves” that very’ 
much more has to be done and a 
great deal more money to be spent!

But 
hor big rivers have to be the subject 
of unwavering vigilance in order to 
keep the damage as low as possible. 
It is because of this fact that the 
gift towards American flood rellef, 
which China has been able to make 
out of her comparative poverty, is 
so worthy of praise. It Is not so 
large: as some of ‘the donations 
which “the generosity of the in- 
habitants of the United States have 
repeatedly placed at the disposal 
of flood relief «workers in this 
country. Americans would; in all 
probability, not desire it-to be-so, 
for the mohey.they: have given was 
not bread cast upon the waters.in 
the hope of an ultimate and pro- 
Atable return, but a proof: of the 
large-heartedness which is to be 
found amongst the people of. the 
United States, ‘The Chinese: have 
made their gesture “indicative of 
gratitude for past assistance and of 
sympathy with the hundreds of 
thousands of American homeless to 
whose ald such donations are 
devoted. In the meantime it is in~ 
teresting to note that, President 
Roosevelt has asked Congress ‘to 
adopt a comprehensive policy of 
public works to prepate. against 
similar disasters throughout . the 
country by providing a. sum: of no 
less than $2,750,000,000 of which 
116,000,000. would be spent.to con- 
{rol the floods of the Ohio and:Mis- 
sissippi basins. When the damage 
which has already been. done by 
this year’s floods is taken into con~ 
sideration, the astronomical propor- 
tions of’ the figure which he 
suggests dwindle by comparison 
into a very reasonable protection 
against future losses, ‘Thera can be 
no doubt that Congress will readily 
nt supplies. ‘To refuse to do so 
‘would be a most shortsighted polley, 
for apart from the money which 
should be saved in the {uiure, the 
‘amount of suffering which should 
thereby be obviated would by itself 
prove ample return for the ex- 
penditure «which President Rooso- 
velt now proposes should be made. 











SHANGHAI'S HEALTH

Leadership in the study dnd 
protection of the: public's. health 
remains: with the International 


Settlement if only because of the 
comparative antiquity of the Public 
Health Department of the Shanghai 
Municipal Couneil which has now 
ceived. the 39th Annual Report 
from its Commissioner of Public 
Health, the foundations of the De- 
partment’s labours having been laid 
65. years ago. ‘The Department 
self was organized in 1908 by Dr, 
Stanley but in 1871, two years after 
the amendment of the Land Re- 
gulations had given the Couneit 
power to take measures for “the 
beter order und good government 
of the Settlement” one of the first 
steps in the provision of municipal 
facilities for the treatment of dis- 
ease was taken-by making. small 
‘grant to the Chinese Hospital—now 
the Lester Hospital for. Chinese, In 
the next year a first grant wax 
made .to the Foreign (now the 
General) Hospital, from municipal 
funds. To-day the activities of the 
Public Health Department betoken 
yemarkable development from 
those modest beginnings. ‘The 
growth of the Settlement: to the 
dimensions of a modern city with 
Population .of more than 1,000,000 
‘within a comparatively limited are 
automatically threw heavy respon- 
sibllitios upon the Council. ‘These 
responsibilities have been prudently 
ageepled and conscientiously  dis~ 
charged, thanks to the creation of 
a fine body of public health offtecrs 
under .competent and enlightened 
direction, The combined activities 
of the Couneil’s Public Health De- 
partment and the more recently 
established Henry Lester Institute 
of Medical Research has been of 
great practical Importance to the 
Settlement und, as has been, ex- 




















plicitly. recognized, by the Public 





rhe friendly eo- 
‘operation between the Council and 
its {wo immediate neighbours in 
public health matters is. gratefully 
noted in the report which Dr. J. H. 
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Jordan has just presented in ac- 
counting for the Public Health| 
Department's stewardship during! 
the past year. 

To attempt to. cover all “the 
ground of this interesting report is 
to attempt the impossible in the| 
space here available. ‘The first im-| 
pression afforded is’ that Shanghai 
hhas been fortunate in having lately| 
avoided any cerlous epidemic. 
Coinelding with a time of financiai| 
depression this immunity has been 
particularly welcome. It would be| 
a pity if it lulled the public into a 
false’ senso of security, for Dr. 
Jordan points out that the dictates| 
‘°f economy, although not being 
allowed to affect immediate pre- 
ventive needs, have slowed down] 
‘more elaborate measures of protec 
tion with the result that an 
epidemle “of any size would strain| 
the resources of the department.” 
It Is to be feared, too, that recent] 
‘economy proposals may have an' 
adverse effect on the medical| 
services generally, The staffs of the 
hospitals, for example, cannot, be 
exposed ‘to further curtailment in| 
‘emoluments without raising acutely! 
the question of recruitment, It} 
‘would seem that some serious at-| 
tention should be given to the pos- 
sibilities of overcoming the obstacles 
{o the complete qualification of the 
nursing staffs by local training. 
‘The proper equipment of the! 
Council's medical services. with 
trained personnel ig an sential to| 
the health of the community 
generally. There are obvious gaps| 
in the present machinery by which 
the Counell seeks to maintain the 
health of this large City, Recently| 
Mrs, John Barr drew forcible at- 
tention to the meagre provision 
against the spread of venereal dis-| 
‘ease. ‘The establishment of proper 
clintes to deal with that menace to! 
the community is a pressing need, 
yet, 80 close is the shearing ‘of the 
shorn lamb in tempering the wind| 
of financial strigency, it may be 
@oubted whether there are not even 
mote urgent requirements on the 
file of the Public Health Commis- 
sioner's projects deferred for want 
of funds. Dr. Jordan, however, 

iakes no secret of his opinion that 
one of the extreme necds of the 
town is a venereal diseases clinle| 
for women” and he adds the caustic 
comment that several of the 
hospitals “refuse admission of cases 
complicated with this disease, ap- 
parently regarding it asa’ just 
punishment for moral obliquity.” 11 
that quaint survival of obselete 
ethics is to be discerned here, the 
sooner public attention is drawn to] 
the prosaic facts of the dangers of 
untreated cases of this disease the 
better for Shanghai's general health, | 
to say nothing of ils morals. 

‘The report draws attention to 
two polnts which are of special in- 
forest to nearly every resident in 
Shanghal: the unfortunate advance 
‘of malaria and the sudden reap- 
pearance of diseases duc’ to 
noglect of long-recognized precau- 
tions in preparing food in China. 
‘The agile mosquito is subject to| 
conseless attack by the Health De-| 
partment. Anti-malaria- measures 
are steadily intensified and the 
‘modern weapon of mechanization Is| 
now being effectively used. Experi 
mental research 1s also assisting to 
add other prophylactic treatment to 
the resources of the Department, 
‘The co-operation of the public 
might be more valuable it closer| 
atlention were pald to the habits 
‘of the anopheles. “Where do the: 
Ales go in the winter?” was once 0 
popular pantomime jest. Applied 
to. Shanghai's malarial public 
enemies it might recelve an ef- 
fective answer, If houscholders| 
yealized that by spraying thelr 
houses in the cold weather, they 
would be eliminating the sinister 
hibernator and so reducing the pos- 
sibilities of attack in the summer, 
and if they acted on that principle 
the problem of malaria would be 
realty simplified. Tt is not neces- 
sary for the Shanghailander to sit 
down resignedly and prepare to be 
chawed by such delinquents as 
burglariously evade the protective| 
bban of the wire-sereen, dodge. the! 
blasts of the whirring overhead fan, 
or are immune against the fumes of| 
‘the burning ineense. “He can limit 
the scope of these nefarious intru- 
sions by a sustained campaign on| 
the quiescent hibernator in the day| 
to. day routine of spraying the| 
Inferior of the house at this very 
time of the year. ‘The Central} 
District Is more exposed to the! 
Visits of malarial mosquitoes than 
it used to be partly because closed| 












Western and other districts when| 
conveying thelr owners. to office, 
Here again a Uttle forethought and 
attendant action will reinforce the 
labours of the Health Department 
‘and, ineldentally, remove from the 
ear-owner the ‘reproach of un 
‘witlingly acting as an anti-social 
ally of the dread anpheles. On 
the danger of eating uncooked or 
aw vegetables in China it is surely 
not necessary to say much, Shang- 
Iha’s development of modern sanita- 
tion, of wondrous cooking equip- 
‘ment, of magical systems for storage 
‘of food, does not by one Jot or one 
‘ltile affect the conditions in which 
the fruit and vegetables so essential 
fo the dict of the Shanghallander 
‘are produced—conditions usually 
outside the actual jurisdiction of the 
Council, Dr. Jordan leaves no 
room for misapprehension. He 
bluntly points out that in this 
country manure is chlefly that com- 
‘modity politely termed “night soil: 
Typhold against which the health 
authorities have successfully taken 
all the precautions immediately 
within their power Is again unduly 
prevalent. This is directly attri- 
Duted to a neglect of the ordinary’ 
precaution of seeing that oll fruit 
and vegetables are bolled before 
consumption, Perhaps the oldtimer 
Wwillaver that modern housekeepers 
lack’ some of the thoroughness 
of their predecessors. However that 
may be, the man or woman charged 
with those cares should not be mis 
Ted by the scintillating evidence of 
modernity in household appurlen- 
anees. The glory of tiles and elec 
{rie fittings does not dispose of the 
hhard facts to be discovered by any 
competent nose which ventures to 
fake one of Mr. . S. Wilkinson's 
Shanghai walks in the neighbour- 
hhood of cultivation. “Buy a ham| 
and see life” sald Emanuel Pyecrot 
‘The Shanghailander should take for 
hhis motto: “Boll the cabbage and 
save life”—if he wants to avoid the 
Ils of oriental glamour. 














LONG OVERDUE

‘The consolidation “of British 
factory legislation is long overdue. 
The Inst consolidating Act was 
passed in 1901. Since then there 
have been many supplementary Acts 
governing factory and workshop| 
conditions, and also a number and 
variety of' statutory regulations and 
orders. Moreover the pace of 
modern industry ‘has enormously 
‘quickened. Social conditions have 
changed. New transport facilities, 
‘advantageous as they are, have 
tended to increase the strain ‘on the 
workers in industry. By various 
forms of agreement organized in- 
dustries have been able to adapt 
thelr methods to the exigencies of 
the change but they do not cover 
the whole face of British industry. 
In particular the length of the legal 
working day as applied to women 
and children has come under per- 
sistent criticism. In the last report 
of the Chief Inspector of Factories, 
the Senior Medical Inspector, re- 
ferring to the long working hours| 
for young persons says that their 
employment up to the limit of hours, 
allowed by the law—that limit hav- 
ing been fixed 35 years ago—cannot 
be regarded as desirable in the light 
of present knowledge and he adds| 


Conditions of employment as well 
fs those of life in general are to- 
day so different from those existing 
at the beginning of the century 
that one, must inevitably “regard 
hours of employment from a dlt- 
feront angle....."The present hurry 
‘and bustle of ‘manufacture differ 
‘widely from the quleter conditions 
Qf the past, and long hours of em- 
Bloyment under such unnatural 
Conditions must probably in the 
main be disadvantageous to the 
adolescent, It would appear desle- 
able, therefore, that the hours of 
employment of "young persons 
should be substantially. Yess than 
those permitted by the- existing! 
Tegislatlon. 

‘This authoritative opinion must 

obviously carry weight with the| 

Government and it should be re- 

called that tributes to the report in| 

which it was embodied were freely 
forthcoming from the Labour Op- 
position benches last July in the 
debate on the third reading of ‘the 


Bill. One such speaker proceeded 
to add that the conditions disclosed 
prompted the view that the Home 
OMce should extend the cadre of 
factory  inspectors—an instructive 
Jcommentary on the scope for.further

over ten years, but its foundations 
were really laid before the War. The 
reshaping of the draft was first] 
undertaken between 1922 and 1924 
when Mr. (afterwards Lord) Bridge- 
man was Home Secretary. The 
Labour Government of 1924 pro- 
‘duced one draft. Mr. Baldwin's Con- 
servative Government of 1926 pro- 
duced another which was presented| 
by the then Home Secretary Sir 
‘William Joynson-Hicks (later Lord 
Brentford). The present Bill seems 
to be closely modelled on the lines 
of'those drafts. It contains fourteen 
parts as Sir William Joynson-Hicks' 
Bil did, but 152 clauses as against 
140. An official expert has sald| 
that “no departmental bill has ever 
had more labour or a greater 
variety of technical knowledge 
devoted to it” The extent of the 
‘National Government's preoccupa- 
tion in the last decade ean there- 
fore be appreciated when it is only 
now that the measure can be 
presented to Parliament with the 
full weight of the: Government's 
expressed intention to carry it to 
the statute book. It is not to be 
‘expected that the passage will be 
devoid of obstruction “or fierce 
criticism. On both sides of the 
House objections will be raised—on 
‘one by those who desire to retard 
the progress of reform; on the other 
by those who want to make the 
pace hotter—but itis safe to say 
that generally the Bill will secure 
whole-hearted support, for much 
enlightenment on its ‘subject has 
invaded the public mind since 1901. 
Moreover the satisfactory develop- 
ment of the technique of negotia- 
tion between employers and em- 
ployed has established principles 
based on a common interest. In the 
official xeport already quoted a 
warm tribute is paid to the pro- 
‘gressive spirit of “important em- 
ployers’ associations” in support of 
measures designed to protect the 
worker from accident, a problem 
which the amazing” growth of 
mechanized processes has consider~ 
ably magnified. In asking for 
legislation to reduce the legal limit 
of the hours of work for certain 
classes of employees, the Gov- 
ernment will be fortified by the 
experience of reforms actually 
effected by certain employers and 
found to bring about a marked 
inerease in productive output. 


‘The Bill refers to factories as a 
whole and therefore covers a wider 
area of employment than the Act 
of 1901. The difMeulty of prevent- 
ing abuses in the small factory or 
‘warkshop is constantly noted by the 
Inspectorate. Indeed, the current 
report, specifically referring to the 
increase in notified accidents, says 


‘The principal opportunity for im. 
provement lies in the education of 
the smaller, often noh-associated, 
employers, some. ot whom through| 
callousness and a spirit of laissez 
faire take insuMeient pains to 
secure maximum security for thelr 
workers; though there are many’ 
‘small employers who have in- 
troduced good, and even ideal con- 
ditions into their works, 


"The significance of this emphasis on 
the education of the employer will| 
‘be noted perhaps in Shanghal where 
the tentative movement of authority 
toward improvement of labour con- 
ditions has to make persuasion— 
jeducation in another form—the key- 
note of its method of operation. 
The uninstructed employer is a 
menace to social progress, for the 
best and physically fittest’ workers | 
Teave him alone, so that he natural~| 
ly attracts to his factory the very 
best type of labour which is most 
susceptible {o the ills of unconscion- 
ably long hours and poor conditions. 
It is no mere coincidence that the 
introduction of this Bill is sponsored 
ata time when the improvement of 
the national physique has been 
‘made a first-class issue by the Gov- 
ernment, Unless the large popula 
tion employed in the factories can 
be assured of decent working con- 
ditions, including more time for 
recreation and adequate housing 








facilities, the campaign for the 
development of physical education 
must. be strictly limited in its 
appeal, ‘The provisions of the new 
Bill have a general interest for 
China in that, sooner or later, the 
principles endorsed by Europe may 
find more insistent advocacy here. 
Industry cannot successfully de- 
velop its capacity and output in 
neglect of the welfare of thoso to 
whom it looks for co-operation in 
achievement. ‘The rule of law must 
eventually ‘come into its own. 
‘Unregulated systems of employment 
can be indefinitely tolerated only 





where anarchy is as the 
inevitable arbiter of the community. 
destiny. 


KNIGHT'S MOVE 
Fed. 9. 


President Franklin Roosevelt 
knows that he is giving political| 
‘opponents rich material for criti- 
clsm in his dramatic move against, 
the Supreme Court, It is at onco| 
being said that he is attempting to| 
pack that Court, to deprive it of| 
its independence’ of the Executive 
and opposition to his proposals has| 
rapidly crystallized. No-one can. 
doubt that ‘the President would not. 
deliberately invite such an attack, 
‘The powers which he secks have 
to come from Congress as the: 
representatives of the people and, 
huge though his majority is, Pre- 
sident Roosevelt may expect a. 
severe struggle before he gets his 
way. He has on his side no| 
Uttle weight of argument, but 
he ‘has to mect ingrained’ con- 
vietions fostered by long tradition. 
‘The Constitution to Amorleans is 
the guarantee that they shall be 
ruled by laws and not by men, 
‘The Supreme Court commands 
respect as the supreme interpreter 
of the chief law. ‘The President is 
making a knight's move, for he is 
not directly increasing’ the per- 
sonnel of the Court; he asks for 
powers to appoint new judges in 
certain contingencies and thus 
provides the explanation of his 
‘avoidance of the constitutional 
issue in his recent election cam- 
paign when, contrary to somo 
originally-devised forecasts, he gave 
no'sign of an intention to move for 
@ change in the Constitution. Yet! 
it is significant that, for a precedent, 
the eritigs have to’ go back to the 
critical days of 1869, just after the 
termination of the Civil War. Then| 
an Act authorized the appointment, 
ofan additional judge of the 
‘Supreme Court and advantage was, 
taken of that power to make an| 
appointment which solved the 
impasse created by a majority 
Judgment invalidating the Congress 
ecision to declare -government 
paper legal tender for debts. The 
majority of five to three against 
the Executive in 1870 was con- 
verted into a favourable majority 
of five to four in 1871 and, in 1 
although then a later Act of C 
‘gress was involved, the Court con- 
firmed that reversal of its previous 
decision with only one dissentient 
voice. Conservatives were uneasy, 
the volte face of the highest court 
in the land, following on the ap- 
pointment of two judges known to 
support the views of the original 
minority, was thought to “disclose 
‘a weak point in the constitution of 
the tribune which," wrote Lord 
Bryce “may some day prove fatal 
to its uscfulness.” 

‘The exceedingly critical situation 
in America will be the President's 
excuse. He may justly argue that 
itis even more critical than in those| 
dificult days which followed the 
conclusion of the Civil War, The 
Constitution nowhere lays down 
how many justices there shall be, 
so the President's exercise of the| 
power now invoked is not specifi- 
cally assallable. It must be re- 
membered that, in dealing with the 
problems of recovery, the President 
is in need of sweeping powers, if 
the Government is to meet. the 
menace which has shown its hand 
in recent industrial disputes. In- 
terpretation of the Constitution 
‘must depend on the personnel of 
the Supreme Court and, as in other 
countries, it would be idle to deny 
that, however upright and eminent 
the judges may be, thelr past social 
‘and political backgrounds are bound 
occasionally to affect thelr judg- 
ment on the wide social and 
economic matters coming before 
them. In Great Britain the classic 
example was the attitude of the 
Bench toward trade unions which 
under common law were illegal 
organizations ‘but gradually as- 
sumed important and recognized 
functions in the country's political 
machinery. It was diffleult to in- 
duce the judges to recognize this 
advance. “They could not, in the 
30th ‘century, nd a place for a 

je union in thelr legal categories, 
‘This was partly due to thelr having 
had no experience of such a body 
and partly because the atmosphere 
in which they lived made them 
unfavourable to the claims which It 
put forward. So the Supreme Court 
of the United States refused for 
many years to admit the constitu- 
tionality of a legal minimum wage 
on the ground that it was a viola 
tion of liberty. of+contract. When 
political and social movements in 
a country are developing a dynamic. 
foree under pressure of extraor- 
dinary conditions it is useful that 
the judicial check on executive 
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action should be available and 
command public confidence. Danger. 
arises when the difference between 
practice, and academic judicial 
findings becomes so marked as to 
Incite organized action in deflance 
of the Jaw. It can hardly be 
pretended that this danger is not 
present in the United States at the 
moment, The “beef squads” of 
Seattle and San Francisco threaten 
the foundations of law and order; 
they are symbols and portents not 
to be Ignored. Unless the Govern- 
ment of. the United States can 
assert Its authority as represonta- 
tive of the nation the now technique 
of — polltical-gahgsterdom — mas- 
querading under the guise of trade 
unionism will destroy the founda 
tions of that very Uberty which the 
Supreme Court is charged to 
protect. 

President Roosevelt is moved not 
merely by the desire to ensure the 
Court's recognition of new condi- 
tions but also by the conviction that 
the machinery of the Court is too 
slow in operation to give efficient 
support to the legal administrative 
‘measures required to fulfil the pur~ 
poses of recovery. It may come as 
@ shock to observe that the Court 
has to decline to hear 87 per cent, 
Of the cases presented to it by 
private litigants, Nor does the Gov- 
ernment seem to lack a grievance 
in the apparently defective Halson 
between the officers of the Court 
and its oivn departmental organiza- 
tion, Tn considering the delicacy 
of any action which appears to flout 
the fundamental esteem appertain- 
ing to a judicial tribunal, it should 
not be forgotten that Judges in 
exercising their function are enact- 
ing into law a system of social 
philosophy. ‘They must therefore 
be judged by the social philosophy 
which they enact, Mr. H. J, Laskt 
puts the problem thus: 


Js, more dangerous than 
of the authority committed 
to them to suppress views or ox- 
Perlments they happen to. dislike, 
‘That Js always, ultimately, to bring 
the Judicial office into controversy, 
‘and when that oceurs, It is always

English critics who appreciate the 
difference between present day 
judicial views on the problom of 
Dunishment ‘and the atlitude of 
Judges in the 18th or even 19th 
Century will realize that when cur- 
rents of thought are moving quickly 
it Is not always possible for the 
Court to maintain its equipolse in 
Approach to issues involving social 
philosophy, rather than an abstract 
prinelple of law. In vecent year 

arliamentary decisions in Great 
Britain have had important influence 
on the judiclary's findings in regayd 
to the laws of property, to say noth- 
ing of those questions which affect 
relations between employer and 
‘employed. President Roosevelt's 
knight's move is clearly inspired by 
considerations of that kind as his 
Teference to the blurring of old 
glasses shows, ‘Those who fear the 
Anarehieal tendencies displayed in 
resent efforts by American Labour 
to ‘enforce its” grievances—and, 
perhaps, assert its strength—must 
Fealize that the Government can- 
not successfully preserve constitu 
onal integrity, in the present ex- 
ceptional circumstances, unless It Is 
fully equipped with modern instru 
‘ments for effecting modern reforms,

THE MOTOR STRIKE 


While there are signs that the 
shipping strike in the United States 
Is about to be brought to an end, 
Indleations concerning the sirike in 
the motor car industry suggest that 
there may be further serious develop- 
ments, ‘The issuing of an injunction 
by the Court at Flint, Mich, com- 
polling the “sit-down strikers to 
evacuate the plants of the General 
Motors Corporation is not the best 
way of pacifying the strikers and In- 
dueling them to adopt a frame of 
mind more favourable to the negot 
flons ‘which must ensue before a 
settlement is arrived at. On the 
other hand the statement made on 
behalf of the company, that it would 
‘be willing to negotiate with the men's 
workers immediately the plant was 
vacated, is an important eoneession 
whlch wisely availed of may afford a 
sure means to a settlement of the 
dispute, ‘The serious aspect of the 
‘matter arises from the fact that there 
has already been rioting in connection 
with this strike, and that the authori- 
ies are making arrangements to 
execute the Court's order by force 
should such a step be found necessary. 
From recent incidents it is apparent 
that the temper of the strikers is none 
too equable at present and hasty 
action on the part of the authorities 
might precipitate trouble, In view 
of this it seems unfortunate that, 
‘when the company were prepared to 
allow the statement quoted above to 
‘be made, they were also Invoking due 
process of the law against the strikers, 
for now the Court's order has been

A STRIKE ENDED 
‘The strike which paralysed United 
imately 
‘months has now come to an 
lend, the workers having decided by 
ballot to return to work on the terms 
which had been obtained from the 
Jowners. ‘The ogreement which has 
been reached is purely a tentative 
Jone, ond though the _ opinion 
expressed is that what as” been 
reached is merely an armistice, there 
is every chance that further negotla- 
{tions in a more peaceful atmosphere 
‘will ‘transform. this temporary 
Jarrangement into something per- 
manent. What damage the strike has 
done will probably not be fully 
revealed for months to come, though 
it has been estimated as reaching the 
Agure of  $1,000,000,000. While the 
immediate problem’ posed by the 
strike has thus been solved, the 
struggle must eventually give the 
United States" authorities furiously to 
think. “For ninety-cight days an 
essential service of the nation hns 
been completely held up. It does not 
matter which of the parties to. the 
dispute were in the right. What does 
‘matter is that a. nation's business 
could be so disrupted, and that is a 
phase of the question to which the 
government's attention must ulti- 
‘mately be turned. ‘The fact that such 
a strike can be arranged constitutes 
8 positive danger to the nation, for 
while this recent struggle was ‘eco- 
nomic in its Inspiration, there is 
always the possibility that! one day a 
similar strike might bo called for 
political purposes. No nation can 
‘afford fo permit of any such pos. 
sibility and if the United States’ 
government takes action to prevent 
Its occurrence it will only be bene- 
‘atting from the nt 








A HARD LESSON 
Eurther reference to the automobile 


strike in the United States may be 
‘made by reason of the proposal of 


the Governor of Michigan that dis- 


cussion should take place between 


the owners and the men on three 
points one of which was that the 
United Automobile Workers must be 
recognized as the sole employee's 


bargaining agency involved in the 


dispute. ‘The reluctance of American 
employers to recognize the principle 
of collective bargaining in industrial 
matters has been one of the chief 
causes of several strikes in. the 
United States, and it is apparent that 
jn this respect some other countries 
are_much further advanced. From 
the commencement of the trade union 
‘movement in Britain it wag apparent 
that the workers were delérmined (o 
secure collective representation in 
dealing with their employers. ‘The 
fatter ‘were just as anxious then, as 
their American contréres are now, 
‘not to concede that point, and a 
‘umber of very bitter struggles en- 
sued until the workmen eventually. 
had their way. Looking back now it 
does not scem that any great deal 
of harm ‘was done by ‘the men's 
victory, but that much good resulted 
from it, Certainly many strikes have 
been avoided, sometimes, it is true, 
only at the eleventh hour, by the 
negotiations which have since been 
possible between the unions and the 
‘employers of labour. ‘The employer 
naturally resents the interposition of 
union representative between him- 
self and the men he employs, but. in 
the long run such a procedire has 
proved. successful, and much of th 
industrial trouble in “the | United 
States arises from the fact that 
American employers have not yet 
appreciated what British owners had 
to learn from similar very bitter ex- 
periences.

Persuaded to Withdraw After’ 
Negotiations 


Nanking, Feb, 6. 

Sikong was invaded by ‘Tibetan 
troops just before the outbreak of 
the Sian revolt on December 12, it 
ig revealed in official quarters here. 

‘Four districts along the’ Chinsha 
Kiang (Golden Sand River)—includ~ 
ing Paiyu, ‘Tehker, ‘Tenker, Tengku 
‘and Shihchw in Hsikang—were tem- 
porarily occupied by the Tibetan 
troops. 

General Lin Wen-hul, Chairman of 
the Committee for the ‘Establishment 
of the Sikong Provincial Administra- 
tion, was then in Szechuen, He tele 
Graphed to the Central Government 
vecommending peaceful measures. 

In oraee (0 Lucite a settiement, 
the Invasion of Sikong by the Tibe- 
tan troops was, kept secret, and the 
Central authorities Immediately. tele 
Graphed, to Je-Chen Hutuketu, Gov- 
ernhia Officer of Tibet, advising him 
to, withdraw the Tibetan troop: 

‘The Tibetan leader thereupon’ de- 
spatched his military adjutant, Lang- 
To-Chih, to Sikong, to confer with 
General’ Liu Wen-hul. ‘The nepotia 
Yions were successful and the ‘Tihe- 
tan troops withdrew.—Kuo Ma.

Iniding themselves in the vicinity. 

‘An alert vailway guard, however, 
discovered the damage done to the 
tack in time, ond immediately raised 
the alarm. ‘Telegraphic messages 
Were hurrienly sent to and fro. and 
{ivo trains were ordered to be held 
temporarily "at Liu Ti Chuan and 
Shih Shan, At the same time, 
Another train set out for the scene 
‘with a miniature army of revenuic 
Euards and allway policemen on, 
board. “"They engaged the bandits 
ima running battle, and sueceeded in 
defeating the outlaws, who then fled 
ina northerly’ direction. 

‘Two hours tater the normal train 
serviee had commenced to operate once 
ore.”

‘Two Score Lives Lost in Canal 
Disaster 
Frost Ou Own Comssroxeexr 


Huchow, Che, Feb: 4. 

One of the worst tragedies in Hu- 
chow transportation circles occurred 
yesterday when the fast day launch, 
‘Yungsin, of the Yungshun Launch 
Co, on’ its way to Shanghal was 
sunke near ‘Yongniho, 40 miles trom 
‘Huchow, with a reported. loss of 
Jmore than 40 lives. According to re- 
ports the launch, with 68 passengers, 
70 pieces of baggage, 901 packages of 
silk, and many other pleces of freight, 
nearly all of which must have been 
plied on the root, carrying also.

H. M. Coroner’s Inquest on Miss Pamela Werner: Left, 
Skating Rink on Bicycle 


Frost Our Ow Conusroxoner 


Peiping, Jan. 29. 

Mr, N, Fitzmaurice, ‘sitting ‘as 
HLM. coroner, resumed the inquest 
into’ the deal: of Miss Pamela Wer- 
ner to-day. At the frst day of th 
Inquest on January 9, the only wit 
ness ealled wor Mr. E. T. C, Werner, 
the father. 

"The session opened at 11 am, ‘The 
first witness was Chang Pao-chen, 
an elderly man without employment 
Who stated that on tho day in ques~ 
tion (Jan. 6) about 8 am. he was 
{aking his bird for an alring. When 
he came to the corner of the strect 
Ihe saw two Fickshaw coolies pointing 
to g man in tho distance who was 
Joking at something in the ditch 
running along the wall. ‘The three 
fof them approached and he sew 
fying in tho diteh the naked body 
‘of what appeared to be a foreign 
woman, though he was unable to say 
‘of what nationality, He did not go 
down into the dlich o=, touch | the 
body. Nor did he know the rickshaw 
eoolles. “He thereupon ‘went to the 
helghbouring police post where he 
wag known. and reported what he 
had seen, A policeman at once went 
‘ff, there on his bicycle. « 

Corp. Kao ‘Tao-hung, attached to 
police-post No. 19, stated: “About 
Aim, on January 8 Chang Pao-chen 
came 0 the police-post and reported 
that a female corpse was lying in the 
ditch" at the side of the road under, 
the Wall, I-at once went to the 
spot and’ saw. a dead: body in the 
ditch “with head towards the west 
fand feet to the east. A few feet 
‘away was a pair of shoes and a 
handkerchief in one of them; be- 
tween the shees and the feet of the 
corpse Iay the belt of an overcoat; 
somewhere near the neck lay a blue 
forelgn-style armen’, Thereupon 1 
yelurned to my post, and reported 
‘the matter to the head police-station.

‘Mr, E, T. C. Warner, the father, 
ecalied, in’ reply to only one ques- 
tion put to him by the Court said 
that ‘there was no one whom he 
suspected of having committed the 
crime. 

Ho’ Ying, 46 years of age, Mr. 
Werner's cook, stated that he had 
been in Mr. Werner's employ about 
fone year, On Thursday, January 1, 
‘Mr. Werner had macaroni for timn. 
About 3pm. witness went out to 
the Tungtan Pallow to make various 
ouseshold puwehaves. Usually Miss 
Werner asked to buy her Chinese 
sweelments of various kinds. Be- 
fore leaving he therefore asked her 
‘whethor she wanted him to get any- 
thing for her, She said no as she 
was going out herself at 4 o'clock. 


Inquired at Skating Rink 

‘Sho added that she would be back 
for dinner sbout 70 and asked him 
to prepare some meatballs and rice 
fof her dinner. When he got back 
she hiad already left the house. Up 
to 1030 pam. she had not returned, 
0, hig master told him to go to the 
French skating rink in the Legation 
Quarter and make enquiries. When 
he got there he found the \ cooties 
sweeping the ice, but nobody else 
was there, “A man wearing a blue 
Hown anda hat told him. in reply 
to his questions that he did not know 
whether Mise Werner had been at 
the tink that evening or not, as 
there had been more than 200 skat- 
ers, ut that everybody had gone. 
Witness went baek and told Mtr. 
Werner who! told him to go home, 
whieh he did. 

Tn reply to questions by the Court: 
—The last time he saw Miss Werner 
‘wos 'at'3_pm. when he went out. 
We had not done any errands for 
her or posted any lotters that atter- 
noon, He did not know by which 
route Miss Werner usually | eame 
home, Mr. Werner had not told him 
to go to the rink by the road under 
the wall, Ho went by some of the 
hhutungs ‘to the north and. returned 
by the same route, He did not go 
by the street along the wall because 
it was not lit up. He would not 
bbe. able to recognize the man at the 
skating-rink again. He had pre- 
pared the meatballs and rice, as 
‘Ordered; they" had. not been eaten 
by anyone. 

Gatekeeper's Statement 

Yen Ping, G4 years of age, Mr. 
Warner's “gatekeeper stated—On 
‘January 7 about 1 pam. Mr, and Miss 
Werner had tiffin, ‘About 2 pn. Mr. 
Werner went out. Between 3.30 and 
4 pm, Miss Werner went out; she 
didnot speak to him. Mr. Werner 
returned about $ p.m. About an 
hope later he sent out to the witness 
to ind out whether his daughter had 











roturned. She had not. Some time 
fafler 9 pam. he heard Mr. Werner 
tall the cook to go to the French 
skating rink and enquire. “When the 
cook returned without news of her 
Mr. Werner appeared to be very 
uneasy. He kept coming out of the 
house into the yard saying why had 
‘she not sent him a message. About 
AL pam. Mr. Werner went out with 
an electric toreh to look for her and 
‘came back at midnight without her. 

He then told the cook he could go 
home and sald to witness that his 
daughter must have stayed at some 
friend's place, but she ought to have 
etchim know. "Mr. Werner went to 
bed about 1 aim. On the following 
‘morning his master got up between 
elght and nine, and as the girl had 
‘still not returned appeared to be 
very anxious, going outside the front 
door repeatedly tohavea look. Some 
time between 11 am. and noon Mr. 
‘Wermer put on his coat and went out 
alone saying he was going to try and 
find his daughter. 

Tn reply. to questions by the 
Court:—He had not left his post be- 
tween noon and midnight on January 
7. He had last seen the girl when 
‘she left the house between three and 
four. She had not returned any time 
that afternoon, 

Deceased at Y.W.CA, 

Chao Hsi-men, a seeretary in the 
Y¥W.CA, on Hatamen Sireot, 
years ‘of age stated: On the 6th or 
‘Th—he was not quite sure which— 
between 3 and 4 pm. a foreign girl 
called at the information desk and 
enquired about taking a room there, 
His desk is about ten feet from the 
Information desk. He looked at ths 
girl and saw her take away a copy 
Of the regulations. He had only a 
very slight impression of her. About 
fen’ days later the Chinese police 
called round and asked him whether 
8 foreign lady had tried to hire a 
Foom there. He had recognized her 
from a photo they had shown him, 
But she had left neither name not 
‘address. (Witness ‘was then shown 
some photos and picked out Miss 
Werner from 2 group in one of 

Tn onswer to questions by the 
Court:—The girl was alone when she 
called, He and the seeretary at the 
information desk were the only two 
who would have seen her. ‘This was 
the only time that he had seen her. 
‘The Court adjourned. to re-open at 
3pm. 

Pal Chiasson, 26 years of age, 
police constable at “the Morrison 
Street station stated:—About 845 
‘am, on January 8 he was instructed 
by Corp. Knoto geta piece of matting 
‘and go and cover up a dead body 
fon the road under the wall. He tool 
ft there and covered the body with 
the mattting, holding it down with 
four stones. He did not touch the 
body or anything alse. He did not 
Know who had removed the wateh 
which Was still on the wrist when- 
he was there. Nobody had touched 
the body between 8.45 and 11 am. 
at which time he was relieved by 
‘another constable and returned to 
the station, 

Embassy Constable's Investigation 

Constable ‘T. Pearson, at H. M. 
Embassy stated:—About 215 p.m. on 
the 7th he received information about 
a body having been found, and to- 
ether with the Consul ‘and Mr. 
‘Thomas, Secretary of the legation 
quarler. went to Morrison Street 
station "to feteh “Captain “Han, and 
from there went to the street under 
the wall, where there was a crowd 
standing round a body under a piece 
fof malting. On removing the matting 
he saw the body of a young foreign 
woman with stockings on and a 
piece of aertex fabric across the 
chest. (Shown a photograph of the 
scene witness said it did not exactly 
gree with his memory of what he 
had seen.) He then sent somebody 
to Mr. Werner's house to get one of 
his servants to come and identify the 
skirt. ‘The gatekeeper who turned 
up, on being shown the shirt 
thought that it might be Miss Wer- 
ner’s, and-on seeing the hair of the 
corpio was quite suro that it was 
she. With the help of various Chin 
ese, wilness placed the body and all 
the wearing apparel he had been 
able to find ina coffin that he had 
sent for, and had it placed tempor- 
arily in'a temple from where it was 
soon afterwards removed to the 
PUMC. 

‘In reply to questions of the Court: 
He received from the P,U.M.C. one 
akirt and one belt. and from Captain 
Han one pair of shoes, 1 pair of silk 
stockings, a comb, handkerchief and 
‘wrist waich. He did not know who| 
ted removed the “wateh from her 
wrist. 

‘Miss Ethel Gureviteh, a Russian 
schoolgirl, fifteen years of age. who: 
iad resided in Peking five years: 
slated:—On January 6 at 615 pm. 
She saw Pamela Werner at the French 
‘skating rink, Witness knew her from 

















before and asked her what she was 
‘doing in Peking. Pamela said she was. 
at the Tientsin Grammar School and 
was on a visit here. As she was 
‘about to leave witness asked her to 
ea on the following day. Pamela. 
replied that she did not know where 
witness lived, so it was agreed that 
they would meet - at the comer of 
the Wagons-Lits hotel at 5 pam. On 
‘Thursday January 7, witness went 
there shorily after five and after a 
few minutes Pamela arrived. She told 
witness that she had arrived earlier 
fand mot finding witness had gone 
away again. ‘They then went back to 
tea at witness’ home and at about 6 
pam. went on to the French skating 
tink, ‘They skated there for over an 
hour and about 7.30 pm. Pamela sald 
‘she must go home as she did not 
want to keep her father wailing. 

In answer to the Court:—Pamela 
hhad not told her where she had gone 
‘off to when she found witness was 
ot at the ‘meeting-place. In the 
course of other conversation Pamela 
sold that she had been to the dentist 
that morning and had written Tetters 
in the afternoon, Witness had not 
understood that she had deen several 
limes to the dentist. Pamela had 
fold her that a boy friend in ‘Tien- 
{sin was coming up to spend a few 
days In Peking but did not say where 
he was going to stay. Witness con- 
cluded that he would be a guest of 
‘Mr, Werner's, Pamela did not men- 
tion anything about trying 10 fx up 
accommodation for her friend. For 
fea they had only had bread and 
butter and cake. Pamela ate and 
@rank very little and in reply 0 
witness questions sald that she was 
not hungry, but did not soy when 
she had had her last meal, 


“Nothing Can Happen to Me" 

Witness had not had any Chinese 
food with her between the Ume they 
met at § o'clock and the time she left 
the rink. Pamela was with her all the 
time on’ the rink and did not Jeave 
her presence the whole time except | 
fo speak to another girl for a few 
minutes. She did not say which way 
she was going when she left. Witness. 
‘asked her whether it was ail right to 
g0 home on her bicycle in the dark 
‘and she had replied "Yes. nothing can 
happen to me here in Peking.” 
Witness saw her go into the dressing, 
Foom, although she did not go in there 
‘with her. Witness did not see Pamela, 
eave the rink with her bicycle, nor 
did she actually see her leave, Pamela 
did not mention the names of any of 
her friends in Peking. Witness did 
not know any of her boy friends 
When she was formerly in school in 
Peking, but knew the names of cer= 
tain gitl friends who had gone to 
school with her. 

‘Miss Lilian Marinovski, a Russian’ 
student, “eighteen years of age 
stated:—She first met Pamela Werner 
‘about five years ago. though they 
were not friends as they were in 
different classes, On January 7 she 
‘met Pamela at the French skating. 
Fink and skated with her a few 
rounds felling her about her own 
studies. Witness did not go. with 
Pamela into the dressing room "but 
continued skating. When she saw 
Pamela leaving the rink she stopped 
cxercising for a moment and seeing 
her take her bieyele asked her 
whether she was not afrald of cycling, 
home in the dark. Pamela replied 
that it did not matter, she always. 
went by herself, She had her skates 
slung over shoulder. Witness sald 
‘g00d-by and saw her leave alone. 

Left on Her Bleyele 

Replying to the Court:—When 
Pamela left she said she was going 
home and made 0 other remark, 
Miss Gureviteh was standing next 10 
witness when they said good-by to| 
Pamela and ought to have been able 
fo sce the bicyele, Pressed on this 
point by the Court, witness said she 
could distinetly remember the skates 
fond was almost certain that Pamela 
had her bicycle. 

Hs Tung-chen, 46 years of age, 
constable at No. 19 police-post 
slated—About 8.25 a.m. a certain Mr. 
Chang. the brother of a hawker in 
Soochow Hulung came to the post 
from the east side with a bird, “He 
told witness that there was a’ dead 
‘body lying at the east side. He went to 
the spot indieated and found the. 
‘corpse of a woman with head towards 
the west and feet to the east lying. 
in the ditch. He then started back 
fon his bieyele for the police post and 
at the end of the street met Corp. 
Kao to whom he made a report. He 
then went on to the post and did not 
return to the spot. 

‘Answering the" Court:—When he 
first approached the spot he saw two 
‘men standing there who hurriedly 
made off when they saw him coming. 
‘They were top far off for him to stop 
them. He stayed on the spot for 
about three minutes and did not go 
down into the ditch. 

‘The Court adjourned. 


MEDICAL EVIDENCE 
iping, Feb. 5. 


‘The following is an unofficial sum- 
mary of the medical evidence given 
































at the inquest on Miss Pamela Wer- 


‘The frst witness was Dr. S. 7. 
‘Wang, medical superintendent of sie 
P.UMC., who testified that on Janu 
ary 8 he was requested by Dr. 
Aspland to have a post mortem done 
at the PLUMLC. He agreed to have it 
done and the body arrived at 6.15 
Pam, in a coffin. It was the badly 
mutilated body of a foreign female. 
‘An autopsy was performed the fol- 
lowing morning and the report on it 
‘was signed by the witness, Dr. Hu 
and Dr. Aspland, 

Dr. Cheng Hsiang Hu, Professor of 
Pathology at the P.UMC, who per 
formed the autopsy, ‘said’ there was 
an injury to the left eye which had 
Probably been inflicted after death. 
Injuries to the left upper and lower 
ight eyelids had caused haemorrhage 
which indicated that they were in- 
lcted before death. ‘The head had 
been injured by some kind of blunt 
instrument. He could not say” do- 
finitely what Kind of instrument, but 
probably a blunt piece of wood or by 
A stone if the stone had a very smooth 
surface. The injury to the head could 
hhave been caused during a struggle. 

In reply to a question, witness said 
the injury was also consistent with a 
person falling on ‘his head and su- 
staining a skull Injury. 

‘The body had been mutilated and 
these mutilations could have. been 
done with a knife the blade of which 
was four inches long or longer. The 
nature of the wounds suggested that 
they were done with a pointed, flat, 
sharp Instrument, possibly with a 
double edge or at least with one 
which was sharp on one side and the 
other a thin but not a cutting edge. 


‘Two Instruments 

‘There was an injury to the right 
shoulder, which had been done with 
fone or possibly (wo instruments, one 
‘a knife, because the muscles were 
severed’ cleanly, and, two, a blunt 
instrument because the fracture at 
the end of the humerus was done by 
a rather heavy instrument. This. in- 
jury, witness thought, was done after 
eath because there was no extensive 
haemorrhage round the wound in th 
tissue.

‘Witness found no trace of dental 
work on deceased's teeth, She had 
well-preserved, clean tocth, ‘There 
‘were 26 present, the usual number for 
person of her age being 28 to 92. 
‘Three were missing. ‘The gums had 
healed, and he could not say when 
the extractions took place. 

‘Witness found on the body evid- 
ence ‘pointing to a struggle before 
Seath. 

Recalled ater, witness said he 
thought half a dozen blows were 
struck on the head. This he 
judged from the distribution of the 
haemorrhage. He expresed the 
opinion that the person. responsible 
for the mutilations had first had. the 
intention of dismembering the whole 
body, but had changed his mind. His 
reasons for his opinion were the re- 
moval of the chest organs, the drain- 
‘age of the blood from the abdomen 
‘and Tower limbs and the almost com- 
plete severance of the right arm: 

‘The eause of death was a fractured 
skull-and haemorrhage of the brain. 

Work of Maniac 

Dr, J. Preston Maxwell, Professor

version of the Shogunate. ‘This type 
‘of government endured in Japan for 
more than 700 years and, in some- 
What different “form, had. existed 
several centuries prior to that, Tt was 
‘ended in 1867-68 when all power 
restored to the Throne and Japan em- 
barked upon the troubled and 
chequered career of its own version 
‘of Constitutional government that the 
‘Army now threatens to bring to an 
end. 

"This is for too simple a statement. 
of the situation, of course, and needs 
Aetalled amplification, ‘There is noth- 
{ing inherently mysterious or beyond 
‘eomprehension in. the really grave 
erisis which has arisen because of the 
Army's refusal to supply Gen, 
‘Kazunori Ugaki with a Minister of 
War, thereby. blocking his attempts 
to form a Cobinct despite the fact 
that he received the Imperial Com- 
mand to do so. There is, however, 
much that fs complicated and in- 
trleate and that involves an under- 
standing of the Japanese governmental 
system, of the actual working forces 
in the’ Japanese political world and 
of the background against whieh the 
Gramatle developments of the moment 
are being projected, 

Pecullar Political Meology

military supremacy over rival feudal 
Tords, From time to time as this 
valance in military power shifted from 
‘one powerful clan-family to another, 
the Shogunate itself shifted accord- 

‘There existed in Japan a 

‘and gutocratie oligarchy 
i 4 strength but ever 
vowing in allegiance to the Throne 
while actually pursuing the policles 
Which it, thought most beneficial to 
His own intorests. 

‘Absolute Temporal Power Wanted 

‘The Japanese Army would probably 
indignantly deny that it was secking 
In any way to revive this outworn 
aystem and would have a clea 
selence in making such a don! 
if the Army be judyed by its actions 
rather than by its words—as it should 
be Judged—this denial falls fat, What 
the Japanese militarists seck to-day 
Ig absolute temporal power for thom 
selves under the moral aegis of the 
‘Throne. They would destroy the 
power of any and all rivals, of every 
roup which opposes them ‘and their 
polley,” They see in the Japanese 
Uiberais, in the political parties, in 
the press, In most of ‘the close 
advisors fo the ‘Throne and in the 
capitalists ‘such rivals and, to them, 
dangerous enemies, 

"The Army, it must be added, Is not 
‘a unit in the pursuit of this polley and 
objective, "There exist within. Jap-

groups: ‘The moderates, of whom 
General Ugaki ts himself the Jeade 
‘the extremists known as the Younger 
Element and responsible for Japan 
‘bucanneering on the Aslatle Continent,

unity.” Tt Is an unconseious confes- 
‘sion on thelr part that they have lost

CUSTOM IN HOPE! 


Extraordinary Procedure in North China: Course of 
True Love Not Smooth

‘Tsangchow, Hopel, Feb, 2.

mortal remains (o the family bury- 
Ingeground, It is also of supreme 
importance before such a union takes 
place to select an adopted son for 
the palt, who will perform the time- 
honoured filial rites before his. 
parents’ spirit tables, 

'No minor: can be buried in. the 
graveyard of his ancestors, where 
only husbands and wives, in thelr 
proper sequence, rest sido by side. 
So deep-rooted. is the aversion to 
single graves that the bodies of such 
‘unfortunates re laid to rest in sol- 
Mary plots, where it Is supposed their 
lonely’ spirits ean exereise no bane- 
ful induence upon thelr neighbours, 
living or dead, 

In the case of an elderly man, who 
ies a bachelor and leaves a bit of 
property; there is the usual unseemly 
seramble among relations to divide 
the spoll. Peacemakers are forthwith 
called In to setlle the dispute and 
‘a young male member of a collateral 
bronch of deceased's family Is ap- 
pointed heir to the estate, thus be- 
coming the udopted son. “The next 
step is to provide the boy with a 
‘spirit mother, who will complete the 
family elrele and, to this end, a 
middleman convasses for a suitable

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KASPE MURDER CASE 
RE-OPENED 


Notwithstanding Court Rule 
‘of No Appeal 
Frost Oun Oww Consesronen 


Harbin, Jan. 28, 

‘The kidnapping and murder of the 
French citizen Simeon Kaspe, son of 
the proprietor of the Hotel Moderne, 
Harbin, was a sensation in 1933, and 
though’ the members of the ‘gang. 
were nally captured, the ease oc- 
cupied 20 Sessions of the Harbin 
Courts and lasted two years. One 
fof the gang named Galoushko was 
killed by the police while rounding 
lup two others, and all the alleged 
Jeriminals then’ declared that he was 
the actual murderer, and pleaded 
they had kidnapped Kaspe to secure 
funds to carry on a fight against 
[Soviet Russia. 

Martinoff, a detective, was one of 
the leaders, and from’ the moment 
of his- capture, his White Russian 
friends ‘always’ declared that they 
would find a way of securing his 
release. The pleas of the prisoners 
that they were Aghting the Jews and 
that therefore there was no crime 
in killing persons of that atlonality, 
was a very dangerous principle to 
put forward, and caused many Jewish 
Fesidents of Manchoukuo to abandon 
the country. 

It was with a sigh of relief that 
foreigners and particularly the Jews, 
heard the — sentences — Martinoff, 
‘Shander, Zaitseft and Kiriehenko be- 
Ing sentenced to capital punishment 
‘and Kommissarenko and Bezrouchko 
to penal servitude for life. ‘Tho Pro- 
curators stated that there could be 
no appeal. 

Case Ordered Re-opened 

Notwithstanding that the sentences 
were final, the Procurator of the 
foreign department of the High 


‘ordered the whole case 10 be opened 
‘up again, it becoming at once evident 
that the’ death sentences would not 
be carried out, 

"The new ‘trial occupied several 
weeks and the last session was taken 
up with the speech of Mr. Maru, 
Senior Procurator of the ‘foreign 
Jdepariment, “who said that the crime 
was evident and almost all the at 
cused had confessed to it. 

“We cannus apply, ‘however, to 
their case laws concerning banditry. 
fon which the first verdict was passed 
Since these laws deal with organiza- 
tion of a gang for committing crimes 
for personal enrichment,” Mr. Maru 
sald. “But these persons attempted 
to raise funds for thelr fight with 
Communism by means of temporary 
captivity. This aim is evident trom 
the trial.

Yunnan-Burma Group in 
Sharp Encounters 


Yunnantu, Feb. 6. 
‘The | Yunnan-Burma ’ Boundary 
Demareation Commission, when 
resumed its frontler designation work 
last December, breathed a sigh of 
relief following the subjugation, by 
the regiment of Chinese guards, of 
the Manhai tribesmen, the. most. 
‘warlike people in the border regions. 

While engaged in their laborious 
task at Nantungting on January 20 
last, it was learned here, the guards 
of the commission were suddenly. 
attacked by the aborigines. Tt was 
only after a five-hour encounter that 
the tribesmen were routed, leaving 
seventy injured behind, 

‘A second attack was made by the 
aborigines, this time the tribesmen 
‘numbering over several thousand, on 
January 23 at Kontang. The Chi- 
hese guards resisted with all thelr 
might, and after three hours of severe 
fighting the attackers were repulsed. 

Realizing that the aborigines were 
attempting to block the advance of 
the commission on thelr investigation 
route, the Chinese guards took the 
offensive ‘on January 24 by attacking 
‘he tribesen's stronghold, Field 
pieces and machine’ guns were 
brought into play, and the guards 
Jaunched an enveloping attack and 
finally succeeded in occupying the 
first three lines of defence of the 
tribesmen,

Instance in the matter ‘of public 
health. A” visit to the Bureau of| 
Public Health reveals many Interest 
Ing and Muminating facts. 

Here is found the public health’ 
staff with its director, Br. KF. Yao,

Slelan, “Dr, Yoo is a graduate of the 
tlty's Soochow University  Wushi 
‘Middle School and of Yale-in-China’ 
Medica! School, He has taken 
ditional training in the P.U3EC. and| 
in the United States.

‘a year ago he was released from full 
uty at the hospital to give half his| 
lime to the supervision of the city's 
health ‘work.

Pre-natal ani Confinement Service 

One of the greatest advances during 
te past year has been in connection 
with the eare of mothers at child-| 
birth and of the young ehild. In the| 
fen months preceding Dr. Yao's work| 
ils said that only 67 deliveries were| 
cared for by the Health Bureau but 
Jn the past. year the record is 987| 
deliveries. This means that 67 per| 
cent. of the births in the elty are 
being looked after” by the | Bureau. 
which Is belleved to be a record for! 
Chin 

Tt is said that in Nanking less than 
20 per cent. of the births are cared| 
for by the Health Bureau, Expenses| 
for the family have been Kept low, 
the average amount received by the:

In summer the Bureau has had 
concern for the instruction of re-| 
slaurant and food shopkeepers in 
regard to the “proper. care of food| 
and drink, the danger from flies and| 
the like."

keepers warned “about the ‘use of 
contaminated water, for it Is known| 
that the canals and many ily wells 
‘are polluted with colon bacillus.

Spring 
Festival this year falls on Thursday 
next, ond is the time for visits and 
calls’ of respect from relatives and 
felends alike. 

Naturally, ‘the Chinese~ housewife 
wants her house to be as spic and 
span as possible, and to be decorated 
in keeping with the occasion, So 
during the week, she visits’ the 
Mower market, which extends along 
Kluklang Road, on both sides, trom 
Shantung Road to about ten’ yords 
fon the other side of Shanse Road. 
‘A few of the more enterprising, and, 
possibly, more wealthy, Mower ven- 
dors have rented the ground floors 
of empty shops along the road, and 
the entire premises are taken up 
with .the display of flowers, both 
potted and in shoots, miniature gar- 
den sots In flat, china basins, water~ 
lly bulbs, shrubs and other plants. 
‘An occasional bow! of gold-fsh, with 
‘a quite indifferent cat lying in the 
sun near by, adds a not incongruous 
touch, 





A Variety of Statts 

Other flower-vendors have taken 
part of the space in a shop already 
occupied by a butchery, a medicine 
shop, oF one of those shops that ap- 
parently sells everything from tooth- 
paste to cured ehlekens. Most of the 
slalls, however, are merely @ matter 
of placing a few thick bamboo poles, 
‘with niches cut in them for recelv- 
ing the slems of the flowers, along 
the walls of shops or the Shantung 
Road cemetery, An oceasional coun- 
trynian, with no stall at all, but with 
shoot or a shrub of one of the 
commoner species clutched tightly 
in either hand, and a few men 
wandering about with travelling 

+ kilehens piled high with freshly-fried 

bean-eakes, complete the scen 

‘Despite the colourfulness of the 
flower market, the display suffers 
slightly from a lack of variety, and 
is practically limited to yellow plum 
blossoms, the flower of spring in 
China, a’ shrub bearing a cluster of 
red berries which rejoices under the 
name of Heavenly Bamboo seed, and 
watorslily bulbs, sold with or with- 
Gut the usual decompaniment of a 
wide fiat jar strowed with pebbles, 

‘Competition Is therefore apt to 
bbe somewhat flere at times, and a 
Chinese housekeeper drawing up be- 
side one of the stalls in a rickshaw 
Is rather overwhelmed by what 
seenis to be avalanches of shrubs and 
posles which descend upon her from 
UI sides and are waved under her 
very nose by excited and gesticulat- 
ing’ flower-vendors, ‘This does not 
seem to perturb her at all; she 
lances Kenly at the flowers before 
her, her eyes light up as she sees 
something she wants, and a long 
process of bargaining ensues before 
‘she sts off down the road again, 
perhaps a shoot of Heavenly Bamboo, 
held In her hand, almost shielding a 
momentary gleam of triumph in her 
eyes. 














Mollday Celebrations 
But the Spring Festival decorations 
are not confined to a few flowers 
seattered about the house. ‘The chairs 
‘and tables In the “reception” room 
have to be covered with red silk, 
the traditional colour of good luck. 
Paintings of one’s ancestors have to 
be taken out, cleaned and put up in 
a preminent ‘place, so that relatives 
ean “kow tow" respectively to the 
departed spirits and engage their 
ood offices for the family for the 
coming year. 

Tncense sticks and candles and 
paper gold and silver “sycee” have 
to be obtained, to be burnt respect- 
fully when the old year fades. Rice 

+ cakes and sweets, many of the lat- 
ter shaped not unlike the sycee, are 
algo purchased, and these, too, are 
offered up to the gods, afterwards 
being devoted to a more tenporal 
use, The house has to be cleaned 
and swept, and everything made 
ready for ‘Thursday. All in all, it is 
probably one of the busiest times of 
the year for the Chinese housewife, 
bbut is certainly not one she might 
feel inclined to skimp over,

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REVENUE INSPECTOR SHOOTS BANDIT 


Armed Desperado Riddled with Bullets: Amah Thwarts 
Looting of Wayside House 


‘The presence of mind and pluck 
of Mr. G. A. Vurm, an assistant 
inspector ‘in ‘the SMC. Revenue 
Office and former fire officer, ended 
the career of an armed robber on 
February 5 after an exciting chase| 
In the Wayside district. 

Mr. Vurm, whose bullet probably 
killed the fleeing robber—two Chi- 
nese plainclothes policemen and a 
uniformed C.P.C. also shot ‘at the 
man—fired twlee, one of the missiles 
striking the bandit in a vital spot, 
Riddled with bullets, the robber was 
taken to the Police Hospital in. an 
ambulance and thence to the Publis 
Morgue. Another Chinese, a suspect 
was taken to the Police Hospital 
with a bullet wound in the abdomen, 
‘and a third, a pedestrian, was sent 
to. St. Luke's Hospital slightly 
wounded. 

‘Thee robbers, all carrying pistols, 
went to a Chinese house in Yue 
Ching Li, off Singkeipang Road, at 
830 am.'and knocked on the back 
door. An amah opened cautiously, 
noticed a gun in the hand of one 
of the bandits and attempted to shut 
the door again. ‘The robber, how- 
‘ever, pushed it open and one of them 
struck the woman on the chest with 
the butt of his pistol. She sereamed 
‘and ran through the house, emerging 
by the front door and raising an 
alarm. All three bandits then took 
to their heels. 

‘As they ran along  Singkeipang 
Road, one of them fired a “warning 
shot in the air and this altracted the 
attention of two Chinese constables 
on plainclothes duty, who took up 
the chase, From Singkelpan Road 
the men turned into East Soward 
Road, proceeding in a westerly 
direction towards the Hongkew 
Creek. They fired as they ran, in 
gangster fashion, and the policemen 
Feturned the fire. Two of them 
to -escape, leaving only 





















near the intersection ot 
Road, outside the Lester 
Technical School, that Mr. Vurm 
Joined in the chase. He drew his 
pistol ond fired twice at the robber, 
bringing him — down. Almost 
simultaneously a CPC, attached to 
Hongkew Station also’ shot at the 
man, As he was disarmed it was 
disclosed that he had emptied his 
‘automatic ristol. His body had 
twelve bullet wounds in it

which he 1s, like other members of

Fobbers, or to use when called 
by. “the “police to. render armed 
ausiatance ‘in an emergency. 

‘After leaving a. house. in’ Seward 
Road, he heard police whiaties and 
saw a Chinese running towards ‘him 
with a pistol in his hand. pursued 
by two ‘Chinese. plainelothes’ police, 
the ‘alter blowing police whistles. 
‘The policemen fired’ two. or three 
Shots and ‘Vurm immediately loaded 
his pistol ond. took cover, hind sn 
clectrie lamp standard. ‘The robber 
frossed the fond as he neared Vurm 
fnd turned as it {0 fire at the police. 
Vurm kept the robber covered with 
his pistol but as there were several 
pedestrians endangered did not shoot 
Until he was in.a good position when 
he fired “and saw: the ‘man stagger. 

joined with the police in 

‘and “fred a second 









‘The robber returned the fire but 
appeared to be shooting at random, 
apparently suffering from his wound. 
‘As the robber and his pursuers 
heared the junction of Yuenfong and 
Seward Roads, a Chinese police con- 
stable in uniform on point duty ran 
across the roadway and fired three 
shotg when about only two yards 
from the robber, as did also the 
plainelothes policemen, and the rob- 
ber fell to the ground killed. 

‘Vurm joined the Revenue Office 
staff seven months ago, transferring 
from the Fire Brigade.

the hundreds of Chinese who pur- 
chase birds to adorn their tables at 
the Chinese New Year Festival, For 
the fourth year in succession, the 
Society is “organizing a vigorous 
campaign against wrong methods of 
carrying home the main course In 
the New Year feast, 

‘The society's idea is that it is all 
very well to dig into the ehieken with 
gusto when the proper time comes, 
‘but there is not the slightest necessity 
for doing so before the poor bird is 
even dead. Stationed, therefore, at! 
strategic points in the Hongkew, Sinza 
‘and Seymour Road markets during 
the four or five days preceding the 
New Year.are little groups of scouts 
performing the humane. task of 
superintending the handing out of 
baskets for conveying chickens home, 
Instead of carrying them. by. the 
wings or legs, as would be done 
otherwise in many cases, 

‘This annual campaign is the result 
of the kindliness of a former Nether- 
lands Consul-General in Shanghai, 
Dr. F, E. H, Grocaman, Every Chie 
nese “New ' Year, Dr, Grocnman 
would see chickens with agonized 
looks on thelr faces being swung 
merrily along by the legs or wings 
by high-spirited Chinese who forgot 
fn thelr festive mood the pain which 
they were causing to a dumb crea- 
ture. “He personally suggested and 
fnanced the annual campaign for the 
distribution of baskels during his 
lime in Shanghai.

Health; This year, in the introductory 
Holes io his Very! exhaualive report, 
Dr, Jordan states that the ineldence of 
typhold fever is a source of con- 
slterable anaiely to the department 
while he also reports that malaria, 
which has Increased steadily since 
12%, 'is becoming one ‘of the malor 
problems the Settlement has to face, 

Dr. Jordan's introductory notes are 
so Important ‘to the community that

‘Malaria, unfortunately, presents, 0 
much less salistactory situation, The 
disease ‘has increased, steadily since 
1927, and there Is mo doubt that it is 
becoming one of the major problems 
Shanghal has to face. 

Tt is thought that to some extdnt 
the opehing Up of sew roads, though 
providing an outiet for the town, 
fends to result jn the importation of 
‘polola, paruculely of the malignant 
form and that motor trafic to some 
gxtent functions 0s a carrier of 

inophelenes. from suburban distelels 

‘the central areas which were pre- 
viously practically clear of the pernl- 
lous form of mosquito, 

Considerable, activity was _main- 
taihed in this direction and the work 
was eeniralized and entirely re- 
‘organized , to meet the imminent 
danger. in brief, manual methods 
‘were repinced by mechanized altacks 
‘ahd new forms of larvieldes, deadlier 
fo the larvae, were utilized. ‘Tho 
arvicide at present in use is that 
devised by ‘an American worker 
named Ginsburg. Tt has been found 
to be more effective, easier to man 
ulate and cheaper than the olts pre- 
‘viously used, 

Certain experimental adjuvants to 
mosquito mixtures, Involving the use 
‘of chloro-compounds of benzine and 
‘certain other organic chemicals, were 
Investigated, but it is too early to 
slate whether these” present any 
‘advantage over Ginsburg's mixture: 
Some of them show considerable 
promise, and.sinee this experimental 
work 1s not costly, it will be con- 
tinued next year. 

Following the publication of certain 
data by Dr. B, do Meliion of South 
‘Africa, an attempt has been made to 
‘destroy the Infected mosquitoes. in 
houses where eases of malaria have 
been contracted. or are being nursed. 
‘While itis not thought that In a large 
town much as Shanghal these measures 
‘are likely to be as successful as in 
the labour camps of South Africa's 
poorer population, this matter has not 
fs yet been thoroughly investigated. 


Mospital Development 

Hospital development is unfor- 
tunately at a standstill which, owing 
to the great age of certain’ of the 
Dulldings, is a most unfortunate state 
of affairs, and it is to be hoped this 
will be corrected before the town Ii 
again to cope with epidemles of 
major Infectious diseases. 

‘The School Medical Service is 
performing a useful task and It Is 
Of interest to note that the. grant. 
aided schools, whose sanitation Is 
supervized, have increased from 151 
in 1934 to 224, 

Regarding milk supply, it Is con- 
sidered by the department that 9 
‘marked advance occurred this year. 
From July 1 all milk legitimately 
sold in the Settlement was pasteurized, 
‘and a further step forward was taken 
{in the recognition of certain dairies 
(whlch “had voluntarily | undertaken 
the eradication of T.B.), by approving 
a new designation “Grade A. "Tn." TL 
is unfortunate that such ‘advances 
should result in controversy, but In 
View of the fact that the Scitiement 
now takes its place (as far as the milk 
supply Is concerned) among the pro- 
uressive cities of the world we can, 
T think, feel reasonably satisfied, 

‘Since the above mentioned changes 
necessitated numerous amendments, 
and additions to the licence conditions 
the opportunity was taken to codify 
1nd classify them, fssulng the whole 
fas a manual known es the Mille and 
Dalry Regulations. 


Meath Publielty 

‘This section of the work of the 
Department was considerably de- 
veloped, and radio broadcasting was 
utilised "for the first time. Tt may 
occasionally be forgotten that for 
public health education to be of any 
Value in Shanghai, it requires to be 
assimilated in at least four languages, 
namely Chinese, Japanese, Russian 
and English, 

‘During the year the Merey Hospital, 
‘an Institution built with the aid of the 
three municipalities in Shanghal, ex- 
tended its work in regard. to' the 
mentally infirm. 

‘The system of admitting lepers to 
the leprosarium at Dazang is working 












































reasonably well, and a small number 
‘of these aMicted persons were 
‘admitted following their discovery 
by the department. “So far, our 
‘observations show that the "cases 
which are supposed to exist in the 
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[Settlement are not nearly so numerous 
‘as has frequently been stated, 

‘the department was visited during 
the year by numerous partles of 
students from National Health 
‘Administrations and from various 
‘other institutions for the purpose of 
studying the activities of the depart- 
ment. 

‘The thanks of the department aro 
due to the neighbouring municipalities 
which rendered helpful co-operation 
In a number of matters concerning the 
public health, and also to the Henry 
Lester Institute of Medical Research, 
the “staff of which gave valuable 
adviee, . 

‘Typhold Endemle 

During the year typhoid existed in 
‘endemic form and from May 30 to 
November 14 the incidence bordered 
fon’ the epidemic tine. Among the 
foreign ‘community 120 cases “of 
typhold fever with 24 deaths, and 26 
cases of paratyphold fever with tour 
‘deaths, were notified. Of the typhoid 
‘cases, 80 were of Japanese nation- 
ality ‘with Afteen deaths, 20 British 
with four deaths, “and six Indian; 
while sixteen paratyphoid cases were 
Japanese with three deaths. Among 
Chinese there were 632 cases of 
typhoid with S03. deaths, and only 
twelve of tho eases had received 
prophylactic inoculations during the 
past two years. 

‘Thore were eight foreign deaths! 
from smallpox, five being unvaceinat- 
ed children. 


‘The Malaria Danger 
In viow of the seriousness of the 

malaria question it is well to repeat 

the statement in the report in full 

As forecast in reports of the past 
three years, there was a considerable 
Imeredse in’ the incidence of this dis- 
ease. During the beginning of the 
year this diseaso was more or less 
latent but with the advent of the 
warmer weather the Incidence in- 
greased rapidly to a peak of 72 cases 
for the week ending September 26, 
after which it decreased as the cold 
‘weather set in and from October 17 
it dwindled to one ease for the week 
ending December 26. 

‘The disease affected both foreign 
‘and Chinese communities and. in 
many instances it was not possible 
to trace the source of infection. Many 
cases had obviously been Infected 
up-country or were relapse cases 
from the Interior, whilst others were 
‘established. as having been Infected 
jn the Shanghal area. 

‘There are four principal malarial 
fol of immediate Importance to the 
Selllement: two In the eastern dis- 
triet (he chief one is in the nelgh- 
bourhood of a Japanese cotton mill 
situated on the boundary of the 
International Settlement” near the 
Point: the second between Kungping 
‘and Dalny Roads); two in the wes- 
tern district Cone in Jessfield and the 
other in  Hungjao).  Anophelene 
larvae were found in the rice felds 
nd stagnant ponds surrounding these 
foci.

‘Owing to the Jarge number of 
‘malaria cases occurring in one of the 
large mills in the Eastern district, 
special precautions had to be taken 
in the neighbourhood, all anophelene. 
breeding places boing treated and 
mosquito fish placed in all the sure 
rounding riee ‘elds, 

Employing Mosquito Fish 

New measures carried out this 
year, included spraying the homes! 
f patients suffering from malaria 
with antiemosquito mixture "in an 
endeavour to kill infected mosqul- 
foes. ‘The fish bred and used by the 
department are:—Gambusia afin, 
Local Minnow, “Henli” Minnow and 
Paradise Fish.” ‘These fish are found 
fo breed better under natural con- 
ditions, and therefore when suitable 
ponds are found they are usually 
stocked with fish and left for a 
‘season. 

‘There are sixtecn of these stock | 
ponds in the Western and five in the 
Eastern district; during the year 
27,850 mosquito ‘Ash were placed in 
the various ponds for breeding pur- 
poses; 16,000 were placed in creeks 
8 an antl-mosquito measure; 7,000 
were deposited in the Race Course 
Creek; 6,200 in various ornamental 
Ponds throughout the Settlement and 
5500 were issued 10 the public on 
request, 

‘Anophelene larvae were also found| 
breeding In surface wells, and. this 
uisunee was overeome by Inducing 
the sillagers to stock the wells, with| 
gold fish, which they did willingly. 
Mosquito fish in the Eastern district 
are most prolife, and may be found 
in almost any pond ‘or creck, Dur- 
ing the season’ fish are placed in 
Flee fields asthe relatively clean 
water found there is found to be a 
ood breeding place for anopheles.

Capt. Wilhelmsen on Maiden 
Cruise of new Vessel 


Captain W. Wilhelmsen, the largest | 
private ship-owner in ‘the. world, 
arrived in Shamghol on February 
G. in the flagship. of fils Meet, the 
mv, ‘Tarifa, which is “making” her 
maiden cruise to the Orient trom 
Norway. | Accompanying the Nor- 
‘wegian ‘shipping king In this plea- 
sure trip are Admiral von der Lippe, 
Fecently retired from the Norwegian 
Navy, and Mr, P. C, Hansson, form- 
erly ‘Commissioner of Customs In 
Shanghai, now a consul-general. +; 

Including six vessels now under 
construction, the Wilhelmsen Lines 
‘own 58. ships, Captain Wilhelmsen 
sald when ‘interviewed by the 
“North~China Herald” on” board 
the vessel shortly after she made 
fast to the lower ‘buoys 12 and 
18. Approximately 75 percent. of 
those vessels aro motor ships “and 
operate on lines stretching in practi 
cally every direction, While none 
‘of his ships goes completely around 
‘the world, It is possible for people to 
Ho around the world on his ships. 

‘The Wilhelmsen Lines were ori- 
inated by his father, he said, but 
his grandfather and’ great. “grand- 
father were shipping magnates also, 
‘though operating, of course, “under 
different conditions. He himself is 65 
years of age but bears the appear

"In 
yeyard to the question of what diree- 
tion the increased volume of trade 
was taking, he sald that business 
seemed to be expanding in all diree- 
tions.

‘The high proportion of children 
brought to the various branch health 
offices who have previously ‘been

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SHIPS RETURNS AS 
CREW FIGHTS 


Fracas Among Tea-Boys in 
ss. Prominent 


A fight which grew to such pro- 
portions that it became necessary 10 
bring a ship back to port a fow hours 
after sailing, was revealed when four 
injured Chinese were brought up- 
river from Woosung and. loaded 
into an ambulance at the Customs 
Jetty on February 5. The sx 
Prominent. a Norwegian vessel, sailed 
from Shanghal for Swatow on 
Feb. 4, ‘Trouble developed batween 
rival factions in the eompradore’s 
staft of tea-boys and spread until a 
large group of the ship's complement 
were feeling the effects. ‘The master 
‘of the vessel eventually found it 
necessary to turn her around and 
ut back to Woosung, where the 
River Police were called on to tend 
a hand. 

A party left Shanghal at 0 am, for 
Woomng in a lnunch under” the 
direction of Mr. W. C. Woodfield, 
Superintendent of the River Police, 
‘They included one of the Norwegian 
‘Vice-Consuls and a foreign doctor. 

‘On thelr arrival, the master of the 
‘Prominent requested the police to 
remove about 35. of the more 
pugmacious members-of the erew but 
preferred no charges against them. 
‘The four members of the erew who| 
wore most severely injured were 
Brought back to Shanghal in the 
launch and sent to the Lester Chi- 
nese Hospital ina Fire Brigade 
ambulance, 

At the hospital, shortly after 2 p. 
two were treated for contusions of 
the chest, one for lacerations of the 
face, and’ the fourth for a bruise of 
the hip. ‘They were then told to 
get up and walk which they did— 
right out of the hospital. 

‘The fracas on the ship was between 
unfon and non-union parties, under 
the Ieadership of rival compradores. 
The services of the old compradore 
and his men had been dispensed with 
. previously, but they came to Shang- 
hat and boarded the vessel shortly| 
before sho sailed. The difficulties 
Between the old compradore and the 
new eompradore wore hastily patched 
up and the vessel sailed out of the 
arbour in a peaceful fashion, 
‘When well beyond Woosung that 
night, @ heated argument between the 
two factions over accommodation 
developed into a violent fight. The 
injuries were such that the master 
of the vessel thought it best to get 
back to Shanghai as soon as possible

HEALTH REPORT FOR 
DECEMBER 


‘The Commissioner of Public Health 
reports — 

‘Three communteable diseases of the 
respiratory group, namely smallpox, 
‘scarlet fever and’ diphtheria, greatly 
increased in Incidence over’ that. of 
last month, whilst influenza registered. 
w slight increase, The last mentioned, 
however, deserves special mention 
at the present time. 

‘The public no doubt are aware of 
the prevalence of influenza both In 
Europe and on the American con~ 
Unent, ‘Information in the hands of 
the Public Health Department 
Indicates that the epidemic has not 
yet reached its maximum, 

Great Britain, in particular, is 
suffering more severely than other 
countries and has a heavy “fatality 
role, ‘The presence of the disease on 
the Pacific coast of America is, how- 
ever, of greater importance to this 
Town, since past experience of 
influenza has shown only too clearly 
how influenza may, in the space of 
‘a couple of weeks, spread from one 
Continent to another, nally becoming 
a world wide disease as occurred in 
the pandemic “of 1918-1019, As the 
inereasing rapidity of intercontinental 
communteation is the most outstand~ 
ing feature of modern elvillzation, 
the Public Health Department con 
siders a few words of advice and 
warning desirable. 

Influenza belongs to the respiratory 
‘er0up of diseases, in which the causal 
agent is transmitted from person to 
person by what is known as “droplet 
Infection,” Le, the infective secretions 
of the nose and throat in a person 
suffering from the disease are pro- 
jected Jn speaking, coughing, ete,, In 
the form of minuie dropleis: which 
‘carry the disease to such susceptible 
persons in the near vicinity as may 
inhale them, so that, from the point 
of view of the patient, there is little 
difference between the onset of 
{influenza ‘and a common cold; hence 
when influenza iy prevalent’ in a 
community it is undesirable to treat 
@ cold casually. Any person focling 
4 cold coming on should, particularly 
iC the cold is accompanied by any 
‘marked .rise in temperature, go. to 
bed at the earliest opportunity, taking 
such domestic remedies as have by 
experience been found to be of 
service. Tt the Fost does not prove 
beneficial, medical advice should be 
‘sought at the eatllest opportunity, 
Many of ‘the more serious after 
fffects of influenza are due to the 
ationt “sticking it out” with the r0- 
sult that a short absence from work 
is converted into a longer iliness. 

Certain precautions should be care 
fully observed to prevent “chills” and 
“olds.” Avold over heated rooms, 
especially. those centrally heated. a 
form of heating which” dries the 
delicate lining of the respiratory 
aystem and renders infection more 
liable. Avoid draughts and” wear 
warm clothes, Do. not go diteclly 
from a very warm room into the 
‘open air, without extra clothes, 

"After faking exereise, before bath= 
ing, put on extra clothing until 
sweating has ceased, 

Gargles and irrigants have a place 
in the prevention of influenza ; but It 
is important to remember. that the 
nose is the important protection 
against respiratory diseases and that 
this line is more easily. penetrated 
after the nasal membrane has been 
overworked, ag occurs in crowded 
‘and overheated places such — ag 
theatres, cinemas, public con- 
veyanees, ete. 

‘The actual formula of a gargle is 
of slight importance; in fact a salt 
‘and water gargle (}'tea-spoontul of 
common salt to § pint warm water) 
is regarded as quite adequate by 
many authorities, ‘This same formula 
may be used for douching the nose, 
but it Is considered by some that 
either olive ofl oF a petroleum oll 
with a trace of Eucalyptus, or other 
suitable mild antiseptic, of ony oily 
nature is less damaging to the nasal 
membranes, Thia is best inserted 
‘warm into the nose with a medicinal 
dropper, the head being thrown well 
back to enable the uid to penetrate 
to the back of the throat. 

‘Whilst gauze masks protecting the 
nose have a value, It is questionable 
whether the public is ever likely. to 
adopt them except under the threat 
of a greater danger than fs apparent 
at the present time,

Good Progress in China in 
Recent Years 


Considerable progress has been

U.S. REVENUES SHOW 
INCREASE 


1936 Collections Reach Total 
of $3,787,336,060 


Washington, Feb.. 4. 

Collections of the Bureau of Intern= 
al Revenue for the calendar year 1936 
‘showed 9 substantial Increase over 
receipts for the previous: year, the 
Treasury Department reported to- 
‘day. 

During the twelve-month period 
collections totalled $3,787,330,000, as 
‘against, $9,350,229,745 for the calendar 
year 1935. 

‘Of the total amount collected, in- 
‘come taxes represented $1,551,052,595, 
as against $1,234,074,841 for the pre- 
feeding year. 

Payments recelved from the Philip- 
pines, entirely in the category of mis- 
eellaneous internal revenue, grossed 
‘$834,751 for the year, as compared 
with $421,295 in 1035, 

Internal revenue tax collections on 
Philippine ‘tobacco In 1936 were as 
follows: cigars, $390,800, as against 
‘$414,970 in 1035; cigarettes, $2,450 as 
‘against $4,927. ‘These collections are 
remitted each year to the Philippine 
treasury. 

‘The total cigar taxes in the United 
States were $12,911,662 for 1036, com= 
pared with $12,002,008 the preceding 
‘year; on cigarettes, $459,520,305, com- 
ared with $403,855,250;" on chewing, 
‘smoking tobacco and snuff. $62,580,140, 
‘as against $61,263,083 in 1635.—United

from actual experience:

amateur theatrlcals. Tt is a highly 
‘active and Imaginative apparatus be- 
cause It Is capable of imagining itself 
‘as, tremendously important, ...which 
takes considerable and persistent 
Imagination. ‘The Shanghai Mind is 
also capable of various other mental 
processes, such as Memory:—it can 
Femember and memorize anything 
salaclous It learns or hears. It can 
even reeall what it doesn't hear or 
over knew. It is capable of rea- 
soning, and wil sit at a bridge table 
day after day reasoning out grand 
slams, 

‘The Shanghai Mind functions most 
effectively when it operates collec 
tively, viz, In gangs or herds such as| 
‘one eheounters at cocktall parties or 
with ceriain groups in clubs. ‘The 
herd or gang instinet predominates 
In the Shanghal Mind, and is a deter- 
mined effort to present a united front 
to sll and sundry who maybe in- 
dividuals and not possessed ot a 
‘Shanghal Mind. This united front 
of the Shanghal Mind is not really a 
defensive gesture—because the Shang- 
Mind is too remarkable to be ever: 
Dut on the defensive—but is rather 
a subtle warning to say, do, act and.

Maritime Traffic Will Resume by Agreement in Pacific 
and Honolulu Ports After 98 Days of Idleness 


San Francisco Feb. 4. 


HE strike paralyzing all west coast ports of the United States 
and Honolulu has been ended by agreement and the men will 


report to work at 8 o'clock to-morrow morning.

this to Pacific Coast ship-owners by members of the Maritime 
Strikers’ Committee to-day ended 98 days of idleness the cost 


of which is estimated 





$1,000,000,000, making the walk-out the 


longest and costliest in American maritime history. 
Ship-owners and seven unions signed an agreement which 
removed the final okstecle to the resumption of shipping after 
the Strikers’ Committee's announcement had been confirmed by 
the Joint Policy Committee, the inter-union group which directed 
strike strategy, by reporting that the union members had voted 
to end the walk-out and that the srike was definitely ended. A 
number of unions are not represented in that poll snd there are 


several disputes still ursettled. 


‘Though these are not believed 


likely to hold up the sailing of vessels from west coast ports, it 
appears that the present agreement terminating the strike is no 
more than a truce between labour and shipowners.

Graduates’ Difficulties’ in 
Finding Positions 
serciat To Tun “cpa.” 


Calcutta, Dec. 29. 

‘The Central Advisory "Board . of 
Education met recently at Delhi. 
Referring to the problems before 
the board, “Sir Jagdish Prasad, a 
member of the Viceroy's Executive 
Council, said that the rapid expan- 
sion of “university education “had 
‘brought to the fore many new prob- 
Jems. ‘The first universities ‘were 
established in the Presidency towns 
in 1857. From 1857 to 1887, there 
were only five universities ‘of the 
affiliated type. This number con- 
{inued until 1915. But between 101 








‘On an average these Universities 
turned out about 12,000 graduates in 
arts and science. When the students 
entered the universities it was not 
merely for the purpose of acquiring 
knowledge or "the formation of 
character, but in the hope that at the 
end. of "a successful career "they 
would be able to earn a living. If, 
therefore, the universities turned 
‘out men ‘in such numbers that they 
could not find a. livelihood. after- 
wards. It was obvious that they were 
accumulating explosive material 
which might in the end blow up the 
foundations of stable society. 
Tn_view of this serious situation, 
‘the Board in a spirit of realism, con- 
sidered the problem of educational 
reconstruction, and passed last year 
‘2 series of far-reaching resolutions 
‘Suggesting a radical reform of the 
system of secondary education, 
Scheols for Village Girls 
‘As regards girls’ education, Sir 
Jagdish sald that unless we ‘could 
‘educate our girls, it was not possible 
fo do much to improve the condi- 
tions of life in villages, and that this 
‘was Gn opportune movement for 
making an advance because there 
had been a great awakening among. 
women during recent years. 
Stressing the importance of primary 
education, Sir Jagdish said that 
democratic “institutions where the 
bulk of the electorate. was illiterate 
had their dangers. ‘They provided a 
fertile field for the domagogue and 
finance. Over 8,000,000 boys ond. 
18,000,000 girls of school-going age 
‘were stil! without instruction, and 
the recurring cost of bringing these 
under instruction would be over Rs. 
19 crores. ‘The immense waste that 
‘took place was another problem. 
From 1021, the total expenditure on 
‘education had increased by over 50 
per cent, and was now Rs. 20% 
erores. But there had not been much 
improvement in the figure of literacy. 
during the last 30 years, as more than 
90 per cent. of the entire population 
were still iMiterate. ‘That was an 
Indication of the vast dimensions of 
the problem which had yet to be 
tackled,

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ROUTE No. 10 
By KunmKos 


If anyone tells you that for~ 
elgners in Shanghai do not, come 
Into contact with the Chinese 
people, recommend him to take a 
Fide on an omnibus running along 
No. 10 route, This route begins at 
Brenan Piece, runs down Con 
‘naught Road, into Sinza Road after 
performing some very complicated 
hairpin curves which bring you 
into the congested Sinza Road with. 
something of a shock, then down 
Peking Road to the Bund, and from 
there along ways that are dark to 
the end of Ward Road, near Ying 
Hsiang Kong village, ‘The buses in 
use are not the imposing double- 
eckers that wind their aristocratic 
‘way along Bubbling Well Road to 
points north. ‘They are_ vehicles 
designed more for use than good 
looks; and the service they are 
tglven by. thelr enthusiastic pas~ 
sengers explains why their design 
puts less emphasis on graceful lines 
than on rugged strength. From 
almost the beginning of tie route 
to very near its end, the buses are 
crowded. Along Sinza Road and 
Peking Road, they are crowded 
‘almost to suffocation point, especial- 
ly in this weather. ‘The inability of 
many, of the passengers to discuss 
the political situation or the latest 
‘market prices at anything less than 
the tops of their voices adds to 
the remarkable din created by 
simply leaving everything loose to 
rattle as it pleases. Windows play 
tunes ike castanets—if those. in- 
struments can be said to play tunes; 
while a pleasing gong-like effect 
is developed frequently by not 
fastening down the lid of the bonnet 
of the bus, which shivers and 
clashes like ‘something reminiscent 
of the worst excesses of an old~ 
style Chinese funeral 

Another popular misunderstand~ 
ing about the “impassive oriental” 
can be cleared away by the ride, 
‘This is the myth that Time means 
nothing to the easterner, There is 
bus of the Route No. 10 every 
three minutes during. busy 
and every four minutes at 
periods, but in spite of thi 
crowd ‘waiting to get aboard at 
each stop surges on to the steps 
immediately the door fs opened and 
battles its way towards the stand- 
ing room as if the last man on the 
pavement was to be struck down 
by lightning. You get the feeling 
‘that ‘each and every person is 
resolved to travel on that particular 
bus and no other, and that im- 
portant international deals may be 
Jeopardized by waiting for the bus 
Which is due three minutes after. 
In the west, whore Time is supposed 
to represent money, the sight is 
common enough; but in the east it 
svems somehow incongruous, Then’ 
pity" the poor conductor. After 
having sandwiched as many people 
into his limited accommodation as 
{t could possibily take he is faced 
with the task of collecting. their 
fares—which is manifestly impos- 
sible, since he ean hardly worm his 
‘way through the passengers already 
there. Occasionally he: can per= 
stiade an honest fare to pass his 
coppers over the heads of those 
intervening, but otherwise he must 
hurl remonstrances through the 
turgid atmosphere and see them 
completely and politely ignored, 
‘There are few s0 deaf as those who 
do not want to pay their fares. 
‘And how is the poor man to tell 
who has paid and who has not? 
‘The answer might be simple to a 
man who has been raised on 
Pelmanism and personality adver= 
tisements, but in the practice of the 
bus conductor, who has probably 
hheard of neither, it is not so easy. 

‘Take an instance the other day. 
Bus conductor a little bit doubtful 
‘about whom he has tapped for 
fares. Passengers in no doubt about 
making him believe that they had 
ald, whether they had or not. 
Therefore frequent requests in the 
Chinese equivalent of “Any more 
fares, please!” A customer un- 
fortunately seated near the doorway 
Degins to abject to being asked con 
stantly if he has paid for 
privilege. “He beys to point out that 
there are other persons, a little way 
along the bus, who might with more 
justification have been asked the 
‘samo question but who turn a deat 
ear to all Importunities. As it 


























happens, he has paid his fare. He| 
is therefore indignant that there| 
should be any question about it. 
He objects, at first mildly, then’ 
strenuously, against the implica 
of dishonesty made by the con- 
ductor in asking him more than. 
once if he has paid. ‘The poor con-. 
ductor, with a substantial section of 
the limitless population of the 
country in the bus, cannot remem- 
ber witom he has asked and whom 
he has not; hence he is hardly to 
blame. But the passenger gradual 
Jy brings his feelings to the boiling, 
point. “After the third or fourth’ 
request to show his ticket, he begins 
to simmer gently. But’ it is the 
eighth request that gets him boiling 
over. He begins to tell the bus 
conductor what he thinks of him 
and his system, ‘The mere ventila~ 
tion of his grievance, such as it is, 
excites him to greater deeds, and 
as he realises he has a sympathetic 
audience, his voice increases In 
volume." Everyone knows what is 
the next thing to happen. He sud~ 
denly sees himself as a person 
seriously wronged—whose “face” 
hhas been taken away. Apparently 
his word is not good enough. He 
is distrusted: called a lar. ‘The 
thought saps the blood from his 
checks, and before you can say 
“knife” he is shouting and gesti- 
culating in a manner which deprives 
him for all time of the sympathy 
of his fellow-sardines, who have to) 
dodge his gestures and avoid as best 
they can in the cramped space, the 
fountains of his wrath. 

He has been asked for his fare 
eight times, He makes the Chinese| 
character for eight with his thumb. 
and his little finger, and points| 
alternately the thumb and the little 
finger at his nose, while he steadily 
‘gots more and more furious. One 
gathers that an insult beyond all 
pardon has been perpetrated. The 
‘conductor, already harassed almost! 
to breaking point, takes up the 
argument, Both voices gradually 
reach crescendo, Other noises in 
the bus are stilied in comparison, 
‘and the whole congregation devotes| 
{self happily to watching the out- 
come. Then an inspector climbs 
into the vehicle, He is obviously 
accustomed to handling situatlons| 
like this, and plants himself be- 
tween the conductor and the pas-| 
Senger and commences to pacify’ 
both. ‘The effect is apparently the 
opposite. Both parties to the dis- 
pute, now that there is someone| 
‘who’ will prevent them from com-| 
ing to blows standing between 
them, evince the utmost keenness to 
fight. ‘The inspector hush-hushes 
‘and tut-tuts until the first heat is} 
worn off. Then he sends the con- 
ductor about his business of en- 
deavouring to force his way through 
the crowd at the opposite end of 
the bus to find out if there are “any 
more fares, please” there, while he 
turns his attention to the ‘infuriated 
passenger who, his victim removed, 
collapses like something which has 
been punctured, and sits down and 
behaves like a good boy, except for 
a few rumblings, until it is time 
for him to get off, 


‘The socret of yetting little real 
comfort on the No. 10 route was 
revealed the other day. One must 
carry a dead fish about with one, 
preferably a fish hanging from a 
piece of straw string passed through 
the gills, a comparatively new fish, 
bought “from the market. The 
secret was revealed by an elderly 
and somewhat portly Chinese Indy’ 
only as late as yesterday. She en- 
tered the bus, packed to its usual 
capacity, with the loot from her| 
morning's marketing in her hands. 
‘There was a soft straw basket with 
vegetables and accessories packed 
therein, which she proceeded to 
place on the floor at her feet, where 
it was kicked and trodden upon by 
other standing passengers accord- 
ing as the bus swayed to one side 
or the other. The fish, perhaps the 
piéce-de-resistance of ‘the day, she 
held in her hand. It dangled un- 
invitingly at her side, partially 
wrapped in a browned vegetable 
leaf, which was quite inadequate to 
prevent it leaving large and greasy 
stains on the gowns of the other 
passengers, ‘The lady looked like 
‘one of those who could hold her 
‘own in an argument and probably 




















swinging fish, When, after an ox- 
ceptional swerve, the fish swung| 
against the gown of some other pas-| 
senger, the passenger would] 
mumbic indignantly and ostenta- 
tiously draw his gown away; but 
he never got rough. ‘The lady thus| 
had a. journey free from” jostling, 
and when she left the bus, she was| 
given a markedly clear gangway,| 
and made triumphant exit with fish 
‘and vegetables while the press| 
closed in on her wake. 

‘There is nothing the traveller| 
by bus appreciates more  than| 
service, and there have been in- 
stances where the cash customers| 
must have been gratified almost to| 
repletion on the No. 10 route. For| 
example, the other morning at a| 
crowded hour there were no fewer! 
than ten loyal servants of the bus| 
company on one bus—exeluding the| 
driver and stray inspectors who 
came aboard from time to time.| 
One felt that here, at least, was a! 
splendid body of shock troops if it 
‘ever became necessary to clear the 
bus; but sinee nothing happened to| 
make that necessary and the bus| 
was already so fuli that it would| 
have been bulging at the sides’ but} 
for its eMcient construction, the| 
presence of these servants of the’ 
company was felt to be perhaps a. 
litile superfluous. ‘The altitude of| 
‘a bus company employee taking a. 
ride on a bus when he is not on 
duty may be an object-lesson_to| 
all business men. He gives the im-| 
pression that, while he is regrelt- 
ably in this world, he is not of it. 
He has an appearance of complete’ 
detachment from his surroundings; 
that can only be achieved after hav- 
ing: travelled in crowded vehicles 
for hours in succession and having| 
had to do something about it.

‘The| 
bus conductor is therefore called] 
upon to change many dollars in|

are times when he runs short of! 
the small cash and has {o ask| 
customers to wait until he has| 
managed to collect the necessary! 
‘subsidiary curreney. In a case Ike! 
this, watch the trusting cash 
customer. Though he knows that! 
IU is impossible for the conductor 
to leave the bus, he nevertheless| 
keeps an cagle ¢ye on the man,| 
tapping his arm every time he 
passes and reminding him that there’ 
fare ninety cents and the odd few! 
coppers due to him whenever it is 
eonvenient, thank you, ‘The con- 
ductor can at times become tired 
of these reminders, since he him- 
self has probably’ not forgotten 
about it and may perhaps be living 
in hopes that the customer will 
forget. And there is a potental 
source of friction here which has| 
more than once borne fruit in acrid 
controversy. ‘To many passengers 
the saving of the three coppers 
‘commission by tendering the dollar: 
for change on the bus is less the! 
‘object than the entertainment to} 
be derived from badgering the con- 
duetor and engaging him briskly 
when he tries to explain that he is|

Bs, the great reformer and first of 
the line, died in 1475, and was 
followed by Godun Jamtso. Gedun 
Jamtso died in 1843 and was succeed

be followed by Yondan in 1889. On 
his death Ngawang, the notorious 
Aft Dalai Lama made himselt both 
priest and king in 1017. Each took

Needed: Increasing Population 
and No Common Language Hindrances

Experts’ Hinds Tied 

Nor is the diMeulty confined en- 
tirely to the lower classes of officials. 
‘The majority of men whom T met in 
charge of reconstruction work struck 
‘me as Keon experts who ware really 
anxious to get_on with the job on 
hand. Yet even they often had their 
hands tied from above. “Owing to 
political of provineial jealousies and 
vested Interests, such and such motor 
ond could not’ be put through, this 
oop-line not eonnecled up or that 
ferry not installed. 

‘On the whole, with the exception 
of ono or two provinees—and there 
the exceptions are due to exceptional 
personalities—my various travels in 
the Interior ineline me to the view, 
that the flrmer the control of the 
Central Government over a province, 
the greater has been the progress it 
thas made. ‘That is not necessarily due 
{o the appointees of the Central Gov- 
ernment belng always the belter men. 
But the point is that men born and 
‘bred in the province over which they 
are. ruling ‘cannot easily disregard 
family. and clan tes oF provincial 
vested interests. ‘They are but human 
‘and have to temper their. policy to 
the claims of blood and friendship. 

"A higher official, on the other hand, 
who is imposed from without cn the 
province by the mandate of the Cen- 
{ral Government suffers under no 
such handicap. He has no such ties 
to consider and can carry out the 
government's orders, without having 
fo fear belng ostracized as a traitor 
to the province. ‘The Manchu régime 
recognized the importance of this 
point. Under thelr aystem the civil 
service was one single homogeneous 
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Tie Beer ate 
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administration extending over the 
whole of the eighteen provinces, but 
with the important proviso that no 
oMfclal could serve in his own prov- 
Ince. ‘To some such system the: gov- 
‘ernment of China will one day have 
fo return—though perhaps ina 
modified form—if it is ever to have 
4 completely uniled and properly 
Aisciplined administration, 


Language Dittieulty 

Another serious dimieulty is created 
by the language question which very 
markedly tends to keep alive and 
encourage provincial self-esteem. 
Coming as I did from North China T 
was particularly struck by the welter 
of entirely different languages—one 
gan hardly call them dialects—in 
provinces such as Fuklen and Kuang- 
tung, and by the corrupt ‘Mandarin 
spoken in the central provinces. Tt 
ig easy to see why, among the 
Miterate classes at any rate, who 
know no language but thelr own local 
fongue, the province should still be 
regarded as the sole object of thelr 
loyalty and interest, and why they 
regard Chinese from other provinces 
almost as strangers. 

‘The oMclal language of (o-day is 
based ‘on the spoken Mandarin 
(cuanhua)—as I shall call it for short, 
though it has also other names—and 
ig mo longer the completely 
Wdeographic language of former days, 
the so-called wenhua. ‘The characters 
are therefore no longer suficient by 
themselves, as used to be the case: 
one must now know something of 
the spoken language as well. This 
hhas made the spread of Mandarin all 
the more necessary. In all the prov- 
Inces that I visited local governments 
id appear to realize the importance 
of the language question: Mandarin 
Js now obligatory In all schools

‘This feeling Is undoubtedly 
based on prineiple rather than on the 
appeal of any particular group of 
Persons. Among the more educated 

ses it has been awakened by the 
fear of Japanese aggression against 
which, ag is now generally recognized, 
only a strong Central Government 
ean afford the necessary protection. 

‘The greatest obstacle of all 10 the 
efforts of any government to reform 
and raise the standard of life in 
China is presented, to my mind, by 
the terrie pressure of population. A 
Journey by. bus or car when one 
‘passes through dozens of villages on 
‘each dlay's drive and stays each night 
fata different, but always equally 
crowded, own, brings this more 
forcibly ‘to one’s attention, than per~ 
manent residence in’ ihe most 
populous seaport, 

Tn the countryside, as in the towns, 
‘one’ sees consiant evidence of the 
desperate struggle for existence that 
{is going on everywhere. It is only 
foo patent that this leaves the in- 
dividual no time to take any interest 
In anything but the satisfaction of 
the immediate daily necds of him- 
self and those dependent on him. No 
‘one has either leisure or energy to 
waste In reflection on such abstruse 
‘and far-off ideals as the state, public 
‘weal or even the future. 

‘SulMleient unto the day is the evil 
thereot” applies in its full sense to 
the struggling village communities in 
China to-day. One has the very 
strongest impression that unless the 
Chinese state can do something 
towards checking the excessive 
growth of population, by discourag~ 
Ing early marriages and large 
families, all improvements and re 
forms will in the end bo swamped 
‘and sendered ineffective by this vast 
unmanageable mass of struggling 
humanity.

Police as ‘Tram Drivers 

None of the police, of course, 
carried fire-arms ‘in those days, as 
‘ich crimes as armed robberies were 
Unheard-of. ‘Their main duties con- 
fisted of dealing with cases of rick- 
‘shaw coolies hawking too persistent- 
iy. for fares, obstruction, and an 
occasional mild robbery, of quite a 
‘ifferent nature ‘from the desperate 
crimes with which thelr successors 
fo-day have to deal. The Chinese 
policeman of 1000 or so had very 
Tittle to do, and scarcely ever met 
with any danger, He occupied his 
spare hours learning how to drive a 
tram, or 10 carry out the duties of 2 
conductor, so, as to be available in 
ease of a strike. 

‘The pay of a Chinese constable was 
{$10 a month. although it is on record 
that one poor unfortunate was not| 
allowed to draw any more than $9 a 
month, owing to general slackness 
‘and incficieney. "Examinations were 
held periodically for those who 
Wished to attain the coveted rank of 
sergeant. 

Tt was not until 1910 that it became 
necessary for Shanghai policemen to 
carry firearms, and they were then 
issued with carbines, Later, pistols

CHINESE CONSTABLE AS A TYPE TO HIMSELF 


Shanghai Policemen in the Early Days: 600 Now 
Waiting for Admission: Training Methods 


LTHOUGH it is a far ery between the Chinese constable seen 

in Shanghai in the old days, with his brightly coloured yamen 
runner’s cap, his scarlet ‘apron, and the dignified, blue uniformed 
figure of to-day, the distance between the two is lessened when 
‘one considers the courage and loyalty common to both. Many a 
foreigner has had occasion to comment upon the remarkable effi- 
ciency of the Chinese constables in the employment of the Shang-, 





fas reerults to be trained in police 
Work in Shanghai, Most of the ap-| 
plicants, who numbered az many as 
300.2 "week, “would apply at the 
Gordon’ Road Depot at 11 o'clock 
every Saturday morning, and new. 
recruits would be picked by the 
officer in charge of the Chinese.

‘Conditions of Admission 

‘The majority of those applying for| 
admission aro relatives of men 
already in the fore.

Admission de- 
pends: on appearance and bearing,

examination before nally” being 
admitted to the force. ‘Then, in the 
‘space of from six to nine months, 0 
miracle takes place, 

The men undergo a course of| 
training ‘which changes them from. 
countrymen into policemen possessing 
‘8 knowledge of modern methods of 
{trac control, and of dealing with 
criminals, The physical training 
course gives them the strength and 
stamina necessary for a policeman. 
Every recrult is required to run a 
certain distance every morning, 1 
being gradually increased until ‘he is 
capable of covering two of three miles 
at a fast pace every: day. He also 
fakes part in obstacle races, and other 
competitive’ events calculated to 
bring his physique up to the required 
stindard. Chinese drill instructors 
are in charge of the physical training 
course, 

‘The number of constables at pre 
ent in the force is in the neighbour- 
hhood of 3400, and. at the present 
moment 90 to 40 recruits are being 
taken on every week af the Louza 
Depot. ‘The popularity of this parti 
cular Job. and. the keenness among 
Chinese fo attain the honoured pos!- 
tion of « Shanghai policeman, may be 
judged from the fact that there Is a 
walling list of from six to seven 
hundred men ali eager to Join up 
‘and start thelr training as early as 
possible. 

Quarters are provided for most of 
the men in their respective stations, 
there being both married and. singl 
men's quarters. Those who cannot 
‘be accommodated in their stations are 
given a house allowance.
